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SUCCEEDS HAROLD EASTON 


Mead Elected Mayor 
in 4-3 Council Vote 


Aden Mead, 63, of 128 W. 
Brown, was elected to a one 
year term as mayor of the city 
of Tecumseh by council at its 
1978 re-organizational 
meeting Tuesday night. 

Mead won the 4-3 election 


-over Harold Easton during the 


second council ballot. During 
the first ballot, Easton 
received three votes, Mead, 
three, and James Palmer, 
one. 

Easton served ap- 
proximately 16 years as 
mayor of the city during his 18 
years on city council. He 
served as mayor from 1960- 
1970, was elected mayor again 
in April of 1972, after Wayne 
"Jim" Gillespie, and served 
continuously upon re-election 
through 1977. 

Mead served 


two terms 


(four years) as a council 
member and was re-elected in 
the Nov. 8 election, polling the 
highest r vote over 
other candidates DeMoss and 
Easton, incumbents, and new 
candidate, Michele Worley. 

Easton immediately 
congratulated Mead after the 
deciding ballot Tuesday. He 
stood, passed the gavel to 
Mead and said, ‘‘I want to be 
the first to congratulate you.” 

Mead responded that he felt 
"very humble." Praising 
Easton's administration Mead 
said, he had “а big pair of 
shoes to fill." He asked the 
other council members, city 
officials and citizens for 
cooperation and assistance 
during his next year as mayor. 

Mead is the president of 
Weather-Seal of Southeastern 


Michigan, Inc. He has resided 
in Tecumseh since 1938 and 
served 21 years as a member 
and president of the Tecumseh 
school board. 

He is a member of the 
United Methodist Church and 
has served їп various 
capacities. 

His wife, Margaret, and a 
daughter, Laura, a junior at 
Tecumseh high school, reside 
on Brown St. 

Also during the  re- 
organizational meeting, 
council member Dr. Carlton 
Cook was re-elected mayor 
pro-tem after a second ballot 
for that office. He has held 
that post previously. 

Prior to the council elec- 
tions, DeMoss, Easton and 
Mead were sworn into office 
by city clerk, Vera Gardner 


Officials Unanimously 
OK Historic Ordinance 


After quiet public hearing, 
Tecumseh city council 
unanimously approved the 
historic preservation ог- 
dinance to create a voluntary 
historic district and landmark 
designation for the city. 


No one spoke in opposition to- 
the ordinance. 


Terrance Beland, 111 N. 
Union St. who led the op- 
position to the first ordinance 
proposed in July, spoke in 
favor of the revised ordinance, 

“I think it is a good thing. I 
can't see anything but positive 
things coming from this. It is a 
good piece of work. We're 
respecting people, fostering a 
good thing," Beland stated. 


He and a majority 
residents in the downtown 
historic district signed 
petitions opposing the first 
ordinance which gave more 
clout to a seven member 
historic preservation com- 
mittee: 

The new ordinance requires 
homeowners to consult with 
the historic preservation 
committee before making 
exterior changes, but does not 
bind the homeowner to obey 
the committee, unless the 
property owner has agreed to 
have the property designated 
as a landmark. 

Ordinance becomes ef- 
fective|within 20 days after its 


of 


adoption Tuesday night and 
publication. Building plans 
approved previously are not 
affected. 

Lynn Cook, chairman of the 
historic district study com- 
mittee formed in 1974, said she 
was satisfied with the revised 
ordinance. 


"It will open the whole towri 
to the possibility of con- 
sidering historic designation 
on a case by case basis," she 
stated 


Council is now compiling 
names of Tecumseh residents 
who may want to serve on the 
historic preservation com- 
mittee. 


Hearing in February 
for Zoning Charge 


After a brief discussion, 
Tecumseh City Council voted 
to have a public hearing Feb. 
21 at 8 p.m. at city hall to 
consider the rezoning request 
of Louis Schneider for about 
4.5 acres of property from 
residential to highway 
business. 

Property is located on the 
north side of W. Chicago Blvd. 
east of the Clark gas station. 

Schneider was present and 
outlined the area for the 
council on a map. He proposed 
to use the land for used car 
display. 

City manager Cal Zorn said 
that the zoning change from a 
planning perspective, would 
open land north of Schneider's 
propert$ for commercial 
development. 

Councilman Len DeMoss 
objected to the zoning change 
on basis of traffic safety. “I 
don't feel a used car lot is 
something we need with 
traffic that comes along that 
curve," stated DeMoss. He 
cited traffic light petition 
drive for light at Occidental 
and W. Chicago Blvd. as an 
example. “Traffic flow is 
atrocious as it is," DeMoss 
continued. 

Council member James Н. 
Palmer pointed out that 
ingress and egress would still 
be. at Schneider's main 
business site, west of the gas 
station.

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Turn-on-Red 


National standards for per- 
fnitting right-turns-on-red at 
traffic-signal controlled in- 
tersections on the nation's 
highways and streets were 
announced today by the U.S. 
Department of Tran- 
sportation. 

АП governmental units 
having responsibility for 
traffic control are encouraged 
to use the new standards to the 
faximum practical extent as 
å means of energy con- 
Servation and improved 
traffic engineering. 
> The rule permits right turns 
ас signal-controlled 
tersections after stopping and 
yielding to pedestrians and 
other vehicles lawfully using 
the intersection, except where 
signs prohibit such turns. 

As of July 1,°1977, 48 states 
and Puerto Rico have adopted 
legislation for the permissive 
right-turn-on-red rule. 

In Maryland and Maine, the 
legislation will become ef- 
fective July 1, 1978, and May 1, 
1978, respectively. The New 
York State law does not apply 


in- 


to New York City, where right- 
turn-on-red is prohibited. 

Only the states of Con- 
necticut and Massachusetts 
now prohibit ganu right 
turns on red (signal, except 
where a sign permits it. The 
District of Columbia does not 
permit right turhs at any red 
signals. 

The new standards provide 
for right-turri-on-red (or left- 
turn-on-red for one-way 
streets), except when 
engineering studies find one or 
more of the following con- 
ditions exist: 

Sight distance to véhicles 
approaching from the left (or 
right, if applicable) ‘is 
inadequate. 

The intersection area is 
designed in a way that may. 
result in unexpected conflicts. 

There is a special 
pedestrian crossing phase in 
the signal system. 

Significant pedestrian 
conflicts are resulting from 
right-turns-on-red accidents 
per year have been identified 
for the particular approach.

There is significant crossing 
activity by children, elderly, 
or handicapped people. 

If any of the six ha: 
exist, а "No Turn on Red" 
sign may be postéd. 

The new standards are more 
flexible than and replace an 
interim policy issued July 16, 
1976, and have been in- 
corporated into the Manual on 
Uniform Traffic Control

А few weeks ago the 
Medical Records  tran- 
scription process was 
described and it was observed 
that this is only part of the role 
played by the hospital medical 
records department. Look at 
gome of the other things they 

О. 

Medical records is the legal 
steward for some 50,000 
records of patients who were 
treated. at Herrick Hospital. 
The number of these records 
is both vast.and impressive. 
They. were recently moved 
from the old file room in the 
basement, upstairs to the new 
е room in the remodeled 
east wing. 

The job took a week and 
involved people from several 
other areas of the hospital. 

Not only did the shelves of 
records have to be physically 

. moved; they also had to be 
returned to the shelves in 
precise order. 

The patient record or chart 
as it is called in the hospital is 
a medical legal document. 
Every. individual's record is 
recorded in a card file and can 
be cross-referenced by name 
and patient number. The 
actual record is filed in 
numerical order s with 
one and up through 80,00. 

We can trace the process 
from the time a patient is 
discharged from the hospital. 
The “сһагі” is removed from 
its binder at the nursing 
Station and sent to medical 
records where it is audited for 
completeness. 

For example, if the record 
shows that the doctor ordered 
a chest X-ray, the report of 
that X-ray must be included in 
the chart. 

The reports that the doctor 
dictates must be completed 
and signed by the doctor. If 
not, the doctor is notified and 
the chart is held until all these 
details are complete. 

Next, an abstract form is 
prepared that summarizes the 
entire stay. This abstract is a 
form that will be sent to a 
computer firm where the 
coded information is sorted 
electronically each month. 

Reports are then returned to 

-the > hospital: ;contaínilg 
statistics such as, the number 
of patients by age, by 
diagnosis, by sex, by hospital 
department and so on. 

We also find how many 
laboratory tests were per- 
formed and what kinds and 
the same with operations, X- 
rays and many others.

Suppose that the doctors 
decide to take a close look at 
cases of pneumonia in persons 
under age 16. 

Medical records can consult 
the. computerized reports 
under “pneumonia” and see 
at a glance the ages and 
hospital case numbers of 
patients who were treated 
each month. 

From there they сап go to 
the shelves and pull the charts 
needed to conduct the study. 

Often when a doctor admits 
a patient, medical records will 
be asked to send the chart 
from previous hospitalizations 
to the пигвїйд station. 

When this happens the old 
chart is checked-out as in a 
library and quickly sent to the 
nursing unit where that 
patient was admitted. Then 
the doctor can use the old 
chart to refresh memory and 
compare symptoms and 
diagnostic findings before 
treatment is begun. 

A great deal of work done in 
the medical records depart- 
ment must wait to Бе 
discussed in another column.

December was an absolutely super month for 
evening grosbeaks in this area. The phone was 
ever so busy with people calling to ask about the 
chunky, short-tailed birds with yellow bodies and 


black and white wings. 


It also seemed that, sooner 
or later,- almost every in- 
pérson visit worked around to 
happy talk about the brightly 
colored birds who did so much 
to enliven the somewhat 
dreary winter scene. 

Of course, after identifying 
the evening grosbeaks other 
questions arose which were 
not all so easy to answer. 
Where did they come from? 
Had they been around before? 
What did they eat? How long 
will they stay? Why are they 
called evening grosbeaks? 

Part of the answer to this 
last question is obvious. The 
birds have large, broad based, 
strong bills. They are indeed 
gross beaks. There seems to 
be no good reason for the 
‘evening’.1 

Some bird books speculate 
that early an ornithologist 
believed these birds lived deep 
in the dark conifer forests and 
ventured out to be seen and to 
sing only in the ev . Why 
in the world would he think 
that? 

It seems a far-fetched idea 
to me. It certainly takes little 
observing to discover that the 
evening grosbeaks are abroad 
all during the daylight hours. 

As for the evening singing — 
well, it stretches the 
imagination almost to the 
breaking point to describe the 
evening grosbeak's noise as 
singing. 

They chatter and whistle, oh 
how they chatter and whistle, 
especially when they 
congregate on a bird-feeder or 
flock to near-by trees and 
bushes. 

Perhaps,-during the mating 
season they аге more 
musically inclined. At least 
"The Audubon Bird Guide" 
talks about them making a 
slightly -warbler-like sound. 
But, when these happy birds 
visit here in the winter-time, 
they chatter and twitter, 
maybe whistle — sing, never. 

This is definitely not the 
first time we were treated to 
an invasion of evening 
grosbeaks; however, their 
numbers and wide distribution 
could well be near record 
breaking. Why the large 
flocks this winter is hard to

explain, (Perhaps we. should 
not question but just enjoy.) 

тһе grosbeaks winter 
wandering is seemingly 
without rhyme ог reason. 
Their history is that they may 
appear in one area for a 
number of years and then 
suddenly not show up. Some 
years they venture much 
farther south than others. It 
would be nice to say that the 
more severe the winter in the 
north the further south they go 
but it is not true. 

The experts do believe 
though that the increasing 
popularity of maintaining 
bird-feeding stations might be 
a small factor in the ever 
increasing movement of the 
evening grosbeaks. 

They dearly love sunflower 
seeds and whois to say that, as 
more and more of us keep our 
bird-feeders well-stocked with 
these tasty seeds, the word 
does not get around. 

According to several of my 
bird books it was not until the 
winter of 1889-90 that evening 
grosbeaks were officially 
reported in this, country. 

That winter they showed up 
at feeding-stations in New 
England. Originally they were 
birds of Canada their 
summer homes were in the 
Canadian conifer forests from 
the Great Lakes westward. 
And in the winter they 
migrated east but remained in 
the evergreen forests. 

Why a west-east migration 
instead of north-south is 
unknown. Also unexplained is 
the sudden and continued shift 
to the southeast. 

One thing is sure though — 
all of us who have been 
blessed with visits by these 


gorgeous birds just hope they : 


continue to come our way. We 
won't. ask why,..we. will just 
welcome them with sunflower 
seed laden bird-feeders!

Flu Outbreak 
Is ‘Moderate’ 


А “moderate” outbreak of influenza has been 
detected in Tecumseh, the Community Health 
Study reported. ; 

The first influenza virus was isolated Dec. 16 
and more than 16 viruses were detected since 
that time by laboratory tests of throat cultures. 

АП, so far, have been of the A/Texas variety; 
this type of influenza is also called A/Alaska and 
is somewhat different from the A/Victoria 
virus which was prevelant two years ago, accord- 
ing.to Dr. Arnold S. Monto, director of the in- 
fluenza study. 


Respiratory illnesses in Tecumseh have shown 
an increase in number because of the local in- 
fluenza outbreak. The outbreak appears to be 
continuing. 

The new "Russian" influenza has not been 
detected in the United States as yet. 


The Tecumseh Community Health Study has 
conducted a surveillarice of influenza and other 
respiratory illnesses in the Tecumseh area since 
autumn 1976. 

About 350 area families, comprising a re- 
presentative sample of the community, are 
surveyed each week for reports of illness, Dr. 
Monto noted. / 


The Tecumseh project is a continuing study of 
ап entire community's health which has been 
conducted by the University of Michigan School 
of Public Health.since 1957

After seeing the picture in 
The Herald the other week, 
picturing the condition of the 
road at Macon, we sym- 
pathized with the Maconites 
and wished that we could offer 
them some help in their 
dilemma. Then a couple of 
days later we ran across, in a 
daily paper, the story of a 
bridge at Vulcan, West 
Virginia. 

It seems that a 60-year-old 
bridge across the Big Sandy 
River, way down in the ex- 
treme southwest corner of 
West Virginia, collapsed some 
two years ago and left the 
town with no way out except 
for a railroad bridge which 
was often blocked by trains, 
and which the school buses 
and commercial vehicles were 
forbidden to use. 

Vulcan is a pretty little town 
on the Tug Fork of the Big 
Sandy River near the 
"breaks" of the river near 
Elkhorn City: This part of the 
country is beautiful, unspoiled 
and inhabited by many 
"rugged individualists’’. 

John Robinette is unofficial 
mayor of the 200 Vulcanites, 
and after he had pondered the

The parents said that their 
children love animals and 
have always helped if asked. 

"It is a family joke," said 
Dr. Knisely, “the animals 
come first. On holidays like 
Christmas, we don't celebrate 
until the beds are made the 
dishes are done and the 
animals fed" — ^ А 

Dr. Knisely was quick to 
praise his surgery assistant, 
his wife. "She's a big part of 
the business, I may have a 
diploma, but she's half the 
business. She's. just super 
efficient.” 

Mrs. Knisely said she cried 
the first time she assisted her 
husband with surgery. About 
10-years ago, she assisted her 
husband with a Caesarean for 
delivery of a calf.

ARTICLE XXVI 
SECTION 2600 Purpose 

It is hereby declared as a matter of 
public policy that the protection, enhance- 
ment, perpetuation and use of improve- 
ments of special character or special 
historical or aesthetic interest or value 
is a public necessity and is required in 
the interest of the health, preeeve- 
safety and welfare of the people.

Home Heating Assistance, 
Property Tax Rebates 


State Representative John 
S. Mowat, Jr. (R-Adrian) 
wants seniors and other 
eligible- citizens in Lenawee 
County to know just what they 
can look forward to under the 
Home Heating Assistance Bill 
passed by the legislature and 
signed into law by Governor 
Milliken late last year. 


Application forms for the 
heating assistance will not be 
available until later this 
month. The payments under 


this program сап be applied to 
past, present or future ting 
bills, al they are in- 


though 
tended primarily to cover 
heating costs frorn December 
1977 through February 1978. 


The Home Heating 
Assistance Act provides for a 
basic payment of $130 to low- 
income. citizens. Ninety 
percent of that is to cover 
heating energy costs and 10 
percent for electrical energy 
costs. These payments will be 
made directly to the energy 
provider, usually a ,public 
utility, except in the case of 
fuel oil which would have to be 
co-endorsed by both the ap- 
plicant and the provider. 


A separate schedule is 
provided for those who rent, 
whose heat is provided en- 
tirely by electricity and who 
must pay the electric bill 
themselves. 


Total payments for heating 
assistance under state and 
federal programs are limited 
to a combined total of $200 per 
household. |

Those who have 
been patients before on I South 
will probably not recognize 
the place as it is now. А 
number of changes and im- 
provements were made in the 
past months. 

Many of the obvious 
changes include new ceilings, 
freshly painted pastel walls 
with color coordinated -сиг- 
tains, fluorescent lights, vinyl 
wall covering in the hallways, 
and refinished woodwork arid 
doors.

Students Above Average 


As with most residents of 
the country, Tecumseh's 
fourth and seventh graders 
are having problems learning 
their: metric measurements. 

That's what the Tecumseh 
schoo! board learned Monday 
night after hearing the results 
of the Michigan Educational 
Assessment tests ad- 
ministered every year to all 
the fourth and seventh 
graders in the state. 

Tecumseh curriculum 
coordinator Wayne Kaiser 


made the presentations. 

It was the first year that 
metrics were included. in the 
test which consists of two 
parts, reading and 
mathematics! 

However, Tecumseh 
Students fared better than the 
average for the state and that 
included those bothersome 
metric questions. 

Fourth graders were higher 
than the state average in 18 or 
19 reading objectives and in 27 
of 33 math objectives. Seventh 


graders were higher than the 
average in all 20 of their 
reading objectives and-in 41 of 
45 math objectives. 

An “objective” consists of 
five questions. Students have 
to answer four of the five 
correctly to pass the objective 

Kaiser told the board that 
any parent who is interested in 
discussing their own. child's 
performance on the test may 
do so by making an ap- 
pointment with the building 
principal.

Funds Denied 


Efforts to acquire outside 
monies for restoration of the 
Bidwell Building do not ap- 
pear promising but the city is 
still hopeful it can interest a 
developer in renovating and 
renting the three story 
downtown commercial 
building.

State received more ap- 
plications than the current

money. 

Assistant city manager and 
community development 
directot Paul Preston said 


that the city could reapply 
next fall, but *'it is difficult to 
assess our chances for funding 
in the next go round." 

Michigan Arts Council has 
funds available for feasibility 
studies and personnel but no 
funds for construction. The 
National Endowment for the 
Arts has programs available 
for purchase of art objects, not 
for construction or renovation. 
Some foundations offer funds 
for construction and 
renovation and all op- 
portunities were not yet ex- 
plored. 

"Community development 
funds would appear to be one 
of the only public funding 
sources available to the 
community. It does provide 
for grants for the 
‘rehabilitation, preservation 
and restoration of historic 
properties'," Preston told. 

However the city was 
previously denied such funds 
because the city’s income was 
too high and housing in good 
condition.

Preston said that one 
realtor-developer with prior 
experience in the renovation 
and renting of older buildings 
has expressed interest in the 
building and favors a joint 
venture with the city sharing 
costs and profits.

Previously he studied still 
lifes with Tecumseh artist 
Russell Steinke. 

A native’ of Spain, Evel 
Garrido сате, ќо the United 
States 14 years ago with Dean 
Heimerdinger of Clinton. The 
young men met in Germany, 
and formed a dance trio en- 
tertaining throughout Europe 
for three years after. Dean 
ended his duty with the US 
Army there. 

In 1966 Evel and Don 
teamed up to form EvelDean 
Exclusives, couturiers in a 
location above Don's Beef 
Buffet. 

Evel's artistic talent was 
evident then. His innovative 
designer sketches were works 
of art in themselves. They 
were translated into beautiful, 
handmade fashion creations 
by Dean. 

In 1967 Tecumsehites rallied 
to the young Spaniard's aid as 
a cliff-hanger situation 
developed with the U.S. im- 
migration service over an 
extension of his visa to permit 
him to work in the States and 
continue to live here. 

With Michigan congressmen 
working in his behalf, by the 
spring of 1967, the deportation 
order уаз rescinded by 
Congressional action, and 
Evel was assured of a per- 
manent visa. 

Over a year ago Evel 
achieved his goal of becoming 
a United States citizen. 

For the раз! seven years 
Evel operated his own beauty 
salon — Evel’s Coiffures, in 
Tecumseh. A few months ago 
he sold the business (о one of 
his dperators and-it ig now 
DRC'$: ~ 

The partners moved their 
couturier business and 
résidence to Clinton а few 
years ago, where they 
proceeded to transform the 
late Clarence Heimerdinger's 
150-year-old house into a 
modern Mediterranean styled 
villa. 

This, too, represents Evel's 
imaginative interior design 
work and’ Dean's skillful 
carpentry. Their use of an- 
tique stained. and beveled 
glass in windows and door 
and open-arched room 
treatment—is another story— 
to be elaborated on when that 
project is completed. 

Evel recalled his interest in 
sketching began when he grew 
up in Barcelona, Spain. At 14, 
he illustrated a children's 
book. 

While studying architecture 
atthe university in Barcelona, 
he free-lanced sketches for a 
hair styling school. He 
eventually became a stylist to 
earn money for his artist's 
supplies. 

“That’s ironical, too," he 
said;"since-he. was a hair 
stylist for seven years to earn 
funds to engage in his first 
love — a full-time painting 
career. 

He says he could never 
create a painting just to sell it 
— he agonizes over each one 
for months in his imagination, 
as he considers the art form, 
color and subject. 

Bringing his concept to life 
on canvas is then a relatively 
brief and easy process, he 


explains. 
However, with unabashed 
ebullience, Evel proclaims, 


“Г never consider myself as 
a real artist until I sell a 
painting for $10,000 — and 
someday I will do it!" 

A creative artist is an ex- 
tension of himself in his work, 
he says, and many of his 
works he would not part with. 

He said he feels that his 
style of impressionist, sym- 
bolistic painting is having a 
resurgence of interest in the 
art world — and he'll be ready 
for it. ; 

The 42-year-old artist 
already has his sights set on a 
wider audience for his work in 
years to come — as some 
intriguing offers have begun 
to come his way. 

“1 don't know where I'm 
going—but, I know I'm on my 
way!” he said, as he reaches 
another milestone in a colorful 
ife

And may we express our 
appreciation to each of the 
music directors in the county 
for the part they are playing in 
our | educational: system; апа, 
perhaps théy “should ‘shave:

I’m certain that in most 
every instance the boy or girl 
who takes an active interest in 
musie and who plays suc- 
cessfully in a high school 
band, has an interest which, if 
it needs to, is a very successful 
deterrent of delinquency.

We were still ina state of high excitement. The 
day before was a super bird watching day. Over 
late afternoon tea we recounted the birds who 
dined at the near-my-window feeders and agreed 
that indeed it was quite a day. Thirteen different 


species! 

Was there anything left by 
way of newcomers? Oh sure - 
we could name cross-bills, 
purple finches, etc. Even a 
couple of regulars had по! 
appeared the day before so 
even if we have a repeat, the 
total could be topped if the 
red-breasted nuthatches, the 
brown creeper and a few 
woodpeckers came to visit. 

Well, good gracious, the list 
of what could happen was not 
finished when suddenly Gertie 
T rushed for the binoculars 
and started exclaiming. 

She was seeing black 
colored birds with patches of 
red on the wings. Red-winged 
blackbirds at this time of 
year? A shout brought Mom 
from her desk in the other 
room. She joined Gertie T in 
exclaiming. About then an 
oversized sparrowish bird 
landed on the near-my- 
window feeder. I joined the 
exclaimers. 

Our birds were most 
definitely red-winged black- 
birds but what in the world 
were they doing here in the 
dead of winter? There was no 
mistake. 

As they shifted about in the 
trees and came down to in- 
vestigate the ground beneath 
the feeders and yews, we had 
ample opportunity to ‘check 
them out’. 

The males were not the 
iridescent jet black of summer 
but even though the color was 
dull it was most definitely 
black. 

And although their shoulder 
epaulets were not the vivid 
brilliant red worn during 
courting season they were 
most definitely red. It was 
interesting that more red 
showed when the birds flew. 
At rest the large shoulder 
patch was covered by black 
until it was often merely a 
widish red bar. Beneath. that 
there was a beige or tan 
stripe. 

Only one bird came to the 
feeder but we noticed several 
others, similarly marked, 
traveling with the flock. My 
first thought was that they 
were females, black sharply 
pointed bills, black feet and 
legs, brown bodies with many 
broken, darker brown stripes. 

The throat or chin patches 
were light, buff with almost an 
orange or yellow cast and 
faintly streaked. Un- 
distinguished looking birds 
but not unattractive. 

As exciting as the red- 
winged blackbirds were, their 
‘appearance posed many 
questions. The bird books

Red-wings are migratory, 
they have no business being 
here now. 

In Florida, yes - for two 
winters in Tarpon Springs, 
Fla. we had red-winged black- 
birds regularly-coming to the 
feeders by our small lake. 
Except during the courting 
and family rearing time, these 
gregarious birds usually 
separate into flocks according 
to sex. y 

So what were our gals doing 
in a flock of males? Juveniles 
resemble the females but I am 
sure the non-black birds of this 
day were not dark enough to 
be young males. They showed 
no trace of shoulder patches 
either. 

Crazy mixed-up goings on. 
Perhaps these birds are 
Pushing the northern most 
range of their winter area 
farther north, perhaps our 
flock was just a bunch of 
rebels. Who knows the an- 
swer? 

The fact is that they ‘made 
the day' for us. The previous 
13 bird day was a thrill but 
imagine having a flock of red- 
winged blackbirds here along 
Evans Creek in January!

Walleye and Sauger Size Limit 


The Natural Resources Commission, 
at its meeting on July 9, 1976, under 
authority of Act 230, P.A. 1925, as 
amended, renewed for a period of 
three years beginning January 1,". 777, 
their order of August 15, 1975, which 
increased the walleye and sauger size 
limit to 15 inches. This regulation 
applies to all waters, including the 
Great Lakes and connecting waters, 
except Lake Gogebic, Lake Erie, Lake 
St. Clair and the Detroit and St. Clair 
rivers, and the Muskegon River from 
M-20 in Big Rapids to Croton Dam.

Inland Trout and Salmon 
Regulations 


The Natural Resources Commission at its moet- 
ing August 10, 1973, under authority of Act 
165, Р.А. 1929, as amended and Act 230,P.A. 
1925, as amended, hereby orders that for a 
period of five years beginning January 1, 1974, 
no person shall take or attempt to take any 
species of trout or salmon from any of the in- 
land waters of this state except by hook and 
line during the open seasons prescri 
within the minimum size limits and maximum 
possossion limits indicated below. 


Statewide open seasons on all streams and 
designated trout lakes shall be from the last 
Saturday in April through the last day in 
September on all trout and salmon. Statewide 
open seasons on all other Inland lakes shall 
be any time for all trout and salmon. Size 
limits for brook trout shall be 7 inches; all 
other trout and salmon shall be 10 inches. 
The dally limit for trout and salmon shall be 
five fish singly or In combination. 


The above regulations apply except that five 
brook trout may be taken from streams in 
addition to the combination list of five fish.

Fraser, seen above talking to TP workers and at the right just 
before the meeting, explained advantages of belonging to a big 
and strong union and fielded a number of questions from the 
floor. Products workers are expected to make a choice of stay- 
ing local, joining the UAW or possibly one or two other interna- 


tional unions within the next two or three weeks.

UAW’s Fraser Informs 
Workers about Union 


UAW president, Douglas A. 
Fraser, addressed һе 
Tecumseh Products workers 
Sunday afternoon on the 
importance of belonging to a 
strong, professionalized 
union 

He explained to a crowd of 
330 at the Tecumseh gym- 
nasium that “Itis impossible 
to cope with a company like 
the company that you work for 
(Tecumseh Products) unless 
you have the professionalism, 
unless you have the know-how, 
unless you have the capacity, 
unless you're equipped to deal 
with the problems.” 

Fraser’s address came as a 
climax to the UAW campaign 
to organize the 1,800 Products 
employees presently 
represented by the  in- 
dependent United Products 
Workers Union. 

Hearings are scheduled this 
Thursday and Friday at 10 
a.m. -at Cargo Hall, Adrian 
College before a represen- 
tative of the National Labor 
Relatións Board. 


One result of the hearings is 
an anticipated election date 
for Tecumseh Products 
workers, and an election that 
will probably be held prior to 
Feb. 28, when the current 
contract expires between the 
company and United Products 
Workers Union 

At that election, union 
members are expected to 
make a choice between the 
local union, UAW and possibly 
one or two other unions. 

In Fraser's. brief, pointed 
speech, the 61-year-old 
president explained the 
massiveness of the UAW, 
which includes some 12 
departments research, 
education, legal, health and 
safety, arbitration, social 
security, organizing, time 
study, engineering, com- 
munity action, data 
processing and retirees 

With the departments, 
explained Fraser, came 
“professionalism.” And, when 
comparing the independant 
unions to the UAW, Fraser

said, ''Youre in way over 
your head and you really 
cannot compete with the labor 
relations people who work for 
the company, because you're 
outclassed before you even 
begin.” 


And ‘‘most important of 
all,” according to Fraser, is 
the “long and proud history of 
the UAW.” “You never read of 
any scandals or corruption. . 
.You know our union's 
reputation." 

Fraser then addressed the 
union's democratic process. 
He explained that workers 
could nof go out on strike 
unless they voted to go out. 
And then the decision had to 
come after a two-third's 
secret ballot vote and after an 
executive board okay. The 
Okay is needed to avert self- 
defeating strikes. Then, if any 
group or person wishes to 
appeal that or any other 
decision, they can go to the 
Public Review Board. 

The Review Board, the only 
such board in America, is 
composed of seven ‘‘out- 
standing citizens from all over 
the country and Canada." 
They can reverse the decision 
of the executive board 

In conclusion, Fraser spoke 
of security - "security when 
you work, when you're ili, 
when you're older and for your 
family." with $183 million 
presently in the strike fund, he 
suggested that Tecumseh 
Products Workers could find 
that security in the UAW 
better than they could with the 
independent union that now 
represents them 


Security, according to 
Fraser, comes only with the 
larger UAW, an organization 
so strong that “the company 
has to respect it. The 
likelihood of having to strike 
to get what you're entitled to is 
much less than it is if you're a 
small organization that does 
not belong to a strong union 
such as the UAW." 


The 20-minute speech was 
then followed by an hour of 
questions. 

The most obvious questions 
arose first. If Tecumseh went 
out on strike again as it did 
three years ago, could the 
UAW stop the Tecumseh 
Products Company from 
working other plants a little 


harder to make up the dif- 
ference? 

Fraser responded that the 
situation was a difficult one, 
but could be attacked by 
forming a wage and hour 
council to get consistant 
wages and hours between the 
plants if the union could not 
get one agreement for all the 
plants 

He stressed that such action 
is impossible by the small 
independant union now 
representing the Products 
employees here. 

A second man questioned 
Fraser's earlier comments on 
exactly wb-*-the larger union 
could do for the workers. 

Fraser explained first off 
that if the workers wanted to 
be guaranteed the benefits of 
the big three, he would make 
no promises. Not all the UAW 
unions get the same money, he 
explained, you must 
"negotiate based upon the 
economies of the bargaining 
table.” 

He did positively state that 
the Products was in no danger 
of going out of business, that 
they were ‘‘very, very 
prosperous.” And he added 
that those benefits were 
achieveable only if they 
belonged to a strong union, a 
response that drew a great 
deal of applause 

А third question concerned 
strike benefits and Fraser 
assured the group that if they 
went out on strike before they 
voted to become a member of 
the union, they would still get 
the same benefits as if they 
were already in the union. 


Another Products worker 
questioned an assessment on 
local workers if others went 
out on strike, referring to the 
1967 Ford strike. 

Fraser responded that in 
1967, the UAW strike fund was 
not nearly as large as it is 
now. Thus an assessment 
should never be necessary 
again. But if it were, the UAW 
workers would have to agree 
to it, as they did in 1967. 

And it the union ever did 
reach that point, Fraser said, 
and if “someone on strike 
needs your help and you turn 
your back on them, then you 
ought to be ashamed of 
yourself." Again Fraser drew 
applause.

Herrick Hospital hosted an 
eight hour seminar on “Death 
and Dying" presented by Sr. 
Barbara E. Wall, philosophy 
professor at Siena Heights 
College on Jan. 19. 

Seminar was attended by 34 
nurses, aides, orderlies and 


department heads from 
Herrick, Saline and Chelsea 
hospitals. 


She pointed out that for all 
the talk and publicity, society 
is desensitized to death. In 
viewing violence in history 
and in the media, society 
represses the value of death. 
It is second nature. We are 
immune to it. 

She observed that society 
impresses children that life is 
for the strong by іп- 
stitutionalizing aging and 
death. The values of death are 
as important to teach as the 
values of life. 

Sr. Wall feels, as do others 
in the field, that the way we 
live is the way we will deal 
with death. “Death is part of 
life: to deny death is to deny 
life.” 

She raised questions, in- 
cluding the thought that 
human beings are incomplete, 
vulnerable and fragile, with 
fears and weaknesses. She 
stated that we live our lives 
trying to be more human, and 
thus more complete. To deny 
these fears and weaknesses is 
to deny our humaneness. 

She listed different kinds of 
death, aside from 
physiological death, such, as 


loneliness, despair, loss, 
separation and divorce. 
Forms of suicide in our 


culture include overeating, 
alcoholism, drug addiction 
and excessive smoking. These 
people take their lives “by 
inches," she explained. Others 
actually take their lives. 
Suicide is on the increase 
especially among those aged 
12-20. In the past 10 years, 
suicide in this age group has 
more than doubled and is now 
the second cause of death for 
teenagers and the fourth 
cause of death for Americans. 
Contrary to popular belief 
there is no "suicidal" (уре. 
Although sensitive; creative, 
over-achieving individuals 
may be more proné to suicide,

anyone is capable of taking his 
own life, it was stated. 

A film on suicide gave clues 
on "'cries for help" from those 
contemplating suicide: 

+ Those "who have a 
preoccupation with death, talk 
about death or suicide. It is а 
myth that if they talk about it, 
they won't do it. 

- Individuals who put their 
affairs in order or give away 
prize possessions. 

+. .Severe - depression 
precludes suicide 75 percent of 
the fime. Yet not everyone 
who becomes depressed will 
contemplate suicide. 

+ Those who withdraw from 
social activity or make actual 
attempts are also possibly 
suicidal. 

If you recognize someone of 
this description, be prepared 
to help them get help, even if it 
is only to “listen” to them 
without judgement, Sr. Walls 
suggested. 

In the afternoon session, the 
five stages of grief were 
presented. Although the 
stages are not chronological 
or absolute, the are: 1. 
denial—an inability to deal 
with the truth 2. anger— 
feelings of losing control of 
one's life 3. depression 4. 
bargaining and 5. acceptance. 

These stages are ex- 
perienced in every situation 
lived, she pointed out. She 
emphasized the importance of 
living and loving in the dying 
process. 

In addition she showed 
several short films and 
related personal experiences 
with dying individuals, She 
described dying in a hospital 
as lorfely, mechanical and 
dehumanizing. 

Shestated much healing can 
take place if we afford people 
the dignity and respect of their 
person. This is true not only in 
dealing with the dying in- 
dividual, but also in dealing 
with any individual in life. 

She ended by briefly 
discussing the aging process. 
She showed the award winning 
film ‘‘Gramps’’ which 
examplified all that was 
discussed. It depicted the 
importance’: of valuing the 
aged: for. their’ wisdom апа 
insights. 

In summary, Sr. Wall 
stated, “When I begin to deal 
with my limitations (as a 
human being) then I begin to 
enlarge the boundaries of my 
life."

An impassioned drive to 
induce smokers to quit using 
tobacco is evidently about to 
get underway on a nationwide 


scale, sponsored, and of 
course paid for, by the 
government. Probably, well 


and good, if- it is ап 
educational program, but I 
hope they don't intend to pass 
any laws prohibiting the use of 
tobacco. - 

Each individual must be 
induced to convince himself 
that he wants to quit—really 
wants to. If he does that, the 
rest is comparably easy. I 
know. It worked for. me. 

Some 10 or more years ago, 
I spent a:considerable part of 
a couple of winters wheezing 
and hacking and suffering 
from a badly congested 
condition of the lungs and 
bronchial tubes, caused 
mainly by the fact that I spent 
most of my waking hours with 
a cigarette at hand. Whenever 
any concentration was 
required or when the pressure 
built up, I fired up another 
cigarette. 

So one day I went to see Dr. 
O’Connor for a shot of an 
antibiotic which always gave 
relief. He gave me the shot 
with no lecture attached about 
my shortcomings, but as I left 
his office he turned to me and 
said, “Hollis, I would like to 
have you quit smoking, that 
would solve most of your 
congestion problems, but I 
know you can’t.’ 

Аз I walked back across the 
street, I repeated to myself 
“but you can’t” and each time 
that I did so the more angry I 
became. I walked into my 
office and to my desk and 
emptied my pockets of 
cigarettes, match books and 
lighter 

My wife glanced at me and 
said “What are you doing?" 

“I just quit smoking," I 
replied. 

She looked at me askance 
but said not a word 

Several days went by, and 
from force of habit. when

things tightened up I in- 
voluntarily reached into my 
pocket for a cigarette, then 
paused and mumbled to 
myself, “but you can't." Then 
I clenched my.teeth a bit and 
went on with my work. 

After 10 days or so, I found 
that I had no particular desire 
to smoke and I have not 
smoked a cigarette since. A 
couple of.times I have lighted 
one.and taken a puff or two, 
but believe itor not, I almost 
despise the smell and taste of 
the tobacco. That. was more 
than 10 years ago. 

I don't want a medal for my 
performance. Anyone can do 
likewise with very little pain 
or strain. All that you have to 
do is to convince yourself that 
уби want to quit smoking, and 
then do just that. 

Nobody is going to legislate 
our morals. Remember, we 
had a Prohibition law in the 
country that failed, because 
the majority of the people 
didn’t believe we should have 
it and it was unenforcible. 

Thirty or forty years ago we 
had a head tax law in 
Michigan which seemed to 
offend most everyone. Almost 
no one paid it, and it couldn’t 
be enforced because the 
people had convinced 
themselves they didn’t want 
it, that it was unfair, and when 
the great majority didn’t pay, 
there was no way that it could 
be enforced. 

So, if you want to stop 
smoking, all that is necessary 
is that you go home, take a 
good long look in the mirror 
and say to that image that you 
see there “I’m gonna quit 
smoking, it’s bad for me”, and 
mean it. 

You're the only one that can 
do this. You’re the captain of 
your soul

Through My window

Now there is nothing at all wrong with feeders 
full of pine siskins, juncos, goldfinches, chick- 
adees, tree and song and English sparrows, tufted 
titmice, and both white and red-breasted nut- 


hatches. 


Nevertheless we were all 
beginning to wish for a few of 
the larger birds. When it 
happened the bird who came 
was one of the largest who 
visits the feeders. The flicker! 

He seemed. bigger than 
ever. We looked at tiny guys, 
some óf whom could barely 
stretch to the five inch mark. 
Suddenly the feeder was full of 
a bird over 13 inches long. A 
heavy bodied bird with strong 
feet and legs and a powerful 
bill. A big bird! And a hand- 
some one too. 

Only when seen up close 
does the true complexity of the 
flicker’s markings show, the 
intricate patterns and the 
perfection of each line and 
mark. 

The white rump spot and the 
yellow lining of the wings are 
good field marks at a distance, 
the brilliant red V across the 
back of the head and the black 
crescent at the top of the 
breast áre easily visible at a 
mid-distance, If the flicker is a 
male and if he comes 
reasonably close, his black 

' mustache can be seen. 

However, itis only when the 
bird visits as close as the near- 
my-window feeder that his 
true beauty can be ap- 
preciated. For example, on his 
soft tan breast each of the 
dark brown or black spots are 
circled with a ring of light 
cream or tan. 

And oh, that bill is 
something to behold too. It is 
so large and sharp. A highly 
efficient tool for wood chip- 
ping or ground drilling. On 
this particular day through it 
was used as a snow shovel. 

A snow remover would be 
more accurate, Marda. The 
feeders were piled high with 
the white stuff. A storm during 


the night: had buried: lots: and: 


lots of goodies. Fortunately 
the big guy knew they were 
there. 
A couple of beats of those 
strong wings brought him 
om the trunk of the creek- 
ank maple tree to the 


chiet “er forthern most feed tray. He 


landed. on the--flat- surface, 
sunk belly deep in the snow, 
looked around only for a 
second, and then went to work. 

Putting his bill down, then 
swiping his head back and 
forth, he sent the light snow 
flying. In no time at all some 
of the cracked corn was 
reached. 

Actually this feeder held 
corn so finely cracked that it 
was almost like ground meal. 
A few of the birds have turned 





their bills up at it but the 
flicker went at it with gusto. 

It was amazing what 
particles of corn that large 
could pick up. Or Perhaps he 
used his sticky tongue to lap it 
up in much the same manner 
as he does ants in the sum- 
mertime. 

We were overjoyed with the 
flicker’s visit. He did not stay 
long but, before Mom could 
get around to cleaning the 
snow from the trays, he was 
back again. This was the 
pattern for most of the mor- 
ning—none of his visits lasted 
long but we did not care since 
he kept coming back. 

He always went to the same 
feeder and, as near as we 
could tell, snacked on the corn 
meal. 

An admission: Mom finally 
did push the snow from the one 
feeding tray but it was such 
fun watching the flicker ‘bill’ 
the white stuff out of his way 
that she did not clean his 
feeder. A dirty trick, maybe; 
on the other hand though, he 
did not seem to mind. 

When the other feeder was 
free of snow the little birds 
began flocking in. Oh, the 
juncos came earlier, these 
hardy souls are not daunted by 
snow. They work for their 
meals and think nothing of 
chicken-scratching their way 
through snow to reach food. 

Finally we relented and 
Mom cleaned the flicker's 
tray. Then we had small birds 
on both trays. Once when the 
flicker came a couple of brave 
pine siskins worked up enough 
courage to share the feeder 
with him. His bill looked 
almost as long as the sískins. 
An exageration, but not much. 

Our handsome flicker, truly 
a giant of a bird!

Fat Fades in Aerobic Exercise 


By Kathy Brown 

People laughed when 
Chubby Checker twisted his 
way to a slimmer self in the 
1960's. Today, 60 women in the 
Tecumseh area are learning 
that “aerobic dance" can be a 
fun way to keep your figure 
and your body physically fit. 

That's the idea of a course in 
aerobic dance offered in 
Tecumseh through the 
Tecumseh Recreation 
Department at the community 
center and another class at the 
First United Presbyterian 
Church. 

The instructor, Judy 
McAran, 33, a housewife and 
mother, has taught aerobic 
dance for about three years. 
Her husband is ‘Michael 
McAran, assistant Tecumseh 
high school principal. 

Aerobic dance is a program 
described as an “endurance 
fitness” activity designed to 
enable you to “dance your 
way to a healthier mind and 
body." 

It is based on the principles 
of aerobics—which means 


“with oxygen"—developed by 
Kenneth Cooper, M.D., author 
of “Aerobics,” “Aerobics for 
Women," and “Тһе New 
Aerobics.” 

Dr. Cooper contends that the 
body’s cardiovascular 
system—the capacity of the 
lungs, heart and blood vessels 
to accomodate themselves to 
heavy work—can be improved 
dramatically by sustained 
rhythmic exercise. 

Jacki Sorensen developed a 
method of aerobic dance in 
1969. 

Mrs. McAran’s classes have 
a 45-minute session of dancing 
counts that includes a warn 
up, vigorous dance and a ''cool 
down" set to music with 
different dance tempos. 

National tests indicate such 
programs are equivalent to 
jogging а mile. slowly, 
swimming 300 yards-or biking 
two miles 

In addition, the program is 
supposed to help control 
weight, release tension, im- 
prove muscle tone, flexibility, 
balance, coordination and 


agility. 

A physical exam is 
recommended for enrollees, 
especially if over 40. Persons 
who are 35 pounds overweight 
should choose a less vigorous 
exercise program until excess 
weight is lost. 

Because the dance exercise 
requires you to work on your 
highest level, smokers find the 
program difficult. 

Mrs. McAran said that she 
did not really become involved 
in physical fitness program 
until after her son, Michael, 4, 
was 13 months old. 

She took a women's physical 
fitness class at the Mt. 
Clemen's “Y” where the 
family lived at the time. She 
also ran 30 miles a week, 

She said that it was 
discouraging to see the women 
in the fitness class return 
week after week with the 
same figure problems. 
Aerobic dance, she stated, is a 
program that works. 

""They still have to huff and 
puff and sweat when they 
dance, but this is a fun way to 


do it. It brings out the ‘chorus 
girl’ in the women,” she told. 

Students learn how to 
determine minimum апа 
maximum heart rates to avoid 
strain. All new material is 
taught each program session 
so everyone starts from- the 
beginning, she explained. 

Originally from Adrian, 
Mrs. McAran was a Siena 
Heights College graduate. She 
has taught English on a high 
ки and community college 
level.

Percy VanTuyle Headed 
Clinton Bank Since 1935 


Services were held Tuesday 
at St. John's Episcopal Church 
in Clinton for Clinton banker 
and philanthropist, William 
Percy VanTuyle, who died 
Friday at Emma L. Bixby 
Hospital, Adrian. 

Although he had been in ill 
health for a number of years, 
he continued as president of 
State Savings Bank of Clinton, 
a position that he held since 
his father died in 1935. 

Born ir. -flinton on April 10, 
1888, he was the only son of 
Willard D. VanTuyle and the 
former Alta Eveline Silvers. 

The Van Tuyles and the 
Silverses were among the 
early Dutch settlers of 
Michigan. 


Mr. VanTuyle was educated: 


in Clinton, Howe Military 
Academy, Kenyon College and 
the University of Michigan. 

On Oct. 6, 1923, he married 
the former Martha Frances 
Finney in Holland, where she 
taught school. She survives. 

He started his banking 
career in 1912 with the Ex- 
change Bank of Van Tuyle and 
Silvers, which merged with 
the Smith-Richmond State 


Bank in Dec. 1922 and later 
became the State Savings 
Bank of Clinton. 

In 1972, he built the new 
bank in Clinton and in 1975, the 
Irish Hills branch was added. 

Мг.\ VanTuyle believed in 
the Rotary motto, ‘‘Service 
above Self,” and was always 
active in community affairs. 
Among his gifts to the com- 
munity were a swimming pool 
to the Clinton Schools in 1959 
and recent construction of the 
roads in Riverside Cemetery. 

He was a member of the St. 
John’s Episcopal Church, 
Order of Eastern Star 
Chapter No. 85 of Clinton, 
Masonic Lodge F&AM No. 175 
of Clinton, and Rotary Club. 

Survivors also included

Fortunately, he survived. 

There are hundreds of ex- 
periences and accountings 
that will never be reported, 
but none forgotten by those 
involved. There are many who 
gave freely of their time and 
equipment, not only helping 
their neighbors and friends 
but police and fire depart- 
ments as well. 

The nightmare actually 
Started Wednesday of last 
week when falling, snow 
created treacherous driving 
conditions. Kindergarten 
classes in the Tecumseh 
Schools for that afternoon 
were cancelled, although all 
other classes finished the 
normal school day. 

About midnight Wednesday, 
freezing rain started and 
lasted nearly two hours before 
it gave away to snow, whipped 
by winds in excess of 30 and 40 
mph. The snow and winds 
continued through Thursday 
and into Friday before sub- 
siding. 

Snow squalls Saturday and 
Sunday only reminded 
residents of the past storm 
and caused little additional 
problems. While nature. was 
beautiful, it was also 
devastating and to the extent 
that the National Guard was in 
Tecumseh Friday for 
emergencies and assistance.

In the Local of April 12, 1888, 
appeared the following per- 
sonal item: 

"Do you know why W.D. 
VanTuyle walks so sprightly 
nowadays? Look in another 
column and you will know 
the cause of his energetic 
stride.” and in another 
column was the following 
announcement: 

“Born, in Clinton on 
Tuesday, April 10, 1888, to 
Mr. and Mrs. W.D. Van- 
Tuyle, a boy." 


This was the beginning of a 
love affair that lasted a 
lifetime between W.P. Van- 
Tuyle and Clinton. 

He had spent his entire 
lifetime in the banking 
business here and had been 
president of the State Savings 
Bank for many years. 

He had the opportunity and 
he and his family have done a 
great many things for Clin- 
topia — for instance the school 
pool and the paved roadways 
in Riverside Cemetery. here, 
and the time and money that 
he and the bank have spent to 
improve Clinton's industrial 
picture — and other un- 
publicized improvements to 
preserve and improve the best 
of Clintopia for all of us. 

He was a very proud man, 
and all of his life he was 
greatly interested in his home 
town. 

Once upon a time Teddy 
Roosevelt was credited with 
saying that the “зиге way to 
borrow money from a bank 
was to prove that you didn't 
need it." 

This was, in many ways, 
untrue in W.P.'s (as he was 
affectionally known) case.

expertise is knitted lace. Janet 
has lectured and demon- 
strated this art at Greenfield 
Village. She enjoys many 
outdoor activities, including 
camping and motorcycling. 
During her internship with us, 
Janet's main area of interest 
was the Herrick Nursing 
Home. Cooperating with the 
Herrick Hospital Auxiliary, 
Janet proposed a number of 
improvements to aid the 
patients at the nursing home 
in their daily living. 

Drawing on her extensive 
background in geriatric care, 
Janet suggested а number of 
changes that may seem small, 
but mean a-great deal to the 
residents. 

Physical changes, which

Ina letter from R.L. and Zoe 
A. Maher, Lawrence E. Quigg, 
Sandra S. and Walter H 
Elkins, council was asked to 
declare a snow emergency 
whenever a certain number of 
inches of snow falls. No 
parking would be allowed on 
certain streets to aid removal 
of snow 


This was the second written 
suggestion received by council 
on the subject in as many 
meetings. 

Present city ordinance 
allows the city to declare a 
snow emergency by posting 
notice at the police station 
only. 

City council member Jay 
Tressler questioned the ef- 
fectiveness of the ordinance 
since no one would know an 
emergency existed unless he 
observed the notice in person. 

Other council members 
questioned enforcement. 

Councilman Carlton Cook 
stated that the city tried to 
enforce removal of cars from 
tity streets during snow 
storms, but residents 
protested. 

“What we should really do is 
pass an ordinance limiting 
snowfall,” said Mayor Aden 
Mead. 

“Why don't we find out what 
they are, get one and use it,” 
said council member Harold 
Easton regarding the snow 
emergency ordinances 
operating in other com- 
munities 

"It becomes confusing what 
we do and don't do here after a 
storm,” said city manager Cal 
Zorn. He stated the city gets 
some complaints- because 
intersections are cleaned and 
other complaints because they 
are not cleaned. 

City attorney Greg For- 
sthoefel will study model 
ordinances. 

The Tecumseh area 
Chamber of Commerce 
Monday night asked council 
for more cooperation on 
removal of snow from curb- 
side. 

Representatives from the 
chamber said that snow 
between the sidewalks and 
curbsides creates several 
problems: (1) it deters 
shoppers (2) is dangerous to 
pedestrians (3) causes 
motorists to get stuck at 
curbs (4) prevents motorists 
from using parking meters. 

No matter how many times 
merchants shovel show, they 
said cars push it back onto the 
sidewalks unless the snow is 
removed from the curb. 

City council member 
Harold Easton pointed out 
that the city does remove

produced by the older type A 
viruses; hence, isolation is 
necessary to distinguish 
between them, he added. 

According to Dr. Monto, it 
presently is unclear whether 
the flu outbreak here is 
diminishing. 

The Tecumseh Community 
Health Study has been con- 
ducting surveillance of in- 
fluenza and other respiratory 
illnesses in Tecumseh area 
since the autumn of 1976. 
About 350 area families, 
comprising a representative 
sample of the community, are 
surveyed each week for 
reports of illness.

this is not going to be an article celebrating the 
breathtaking beauty of snow nor the excitement 
of a bad storm. The blizzard of '78 is still too 


recent, 

As might be expected, the 
storm provided some in- 
teresting bird feeder wat- 
ching. For one thing, Mom and 
I were both surprised at 
the absence of chickadees. 
Usually these are the bouncy 
little characters who take 
winter in their stride and, in 
fact, we have often thought 
that the worse the storm the 
happier these birds seem. Not 
this last time. 

For two days we had feeders 
full of juncos, song-sparrows, 
goldfinches, pine siskins and 
tree-sparrows but no 
chickadees. Once the wind 
quieted a bit they came 
around — now we are won- 
dering whether they are truly 
not the bad weather birds we 
thought or were they simply 
visiting elsewhere! 

Adverse weather conditions 
often *brought out the best" in 
some of the freeloaders. While 
it does not effect a complete 
change of character we often 
noticed a sort of coming 
together, it cannot quite be 
called friendship but some of 
the birds are more inclined to

let others eat, too. 

Iam sure it is not sharing, it 
is probably just that they are 
so interested in getting 
something to eat themselves 
that they have no time to think 
about chasing their neighbors 
away. 

The tree-sparrows were not 
of this inclination. We were 
astonished but, when the 
storm was raging at its worst, 
there were three or four 
belligerent little tree- 
sparrow. battling not only 
each other but any of the other 
small birds who tried to land 


on the near-my-windows 
feeders. 
Such brats! We actually 


watched one for minutes and 
all during his stay at the 
feeders, he was so busy 
fighting and running back and 
forth that he never ate. 

Red squirrels, of course, 
waited until the storm 
quieted before they ventured 
out. It took them no time at all 
to excavate tunnels from the 
creek bank to the feeders. 

What expert aim they have 
— whenever they left the food- 
trays, whether of their own 
volition or at our invitation, 
they always hit the entrance of 
the tunnel dead center. 

Our photographic aim was 
to get a picture of Little Red 
popping out of his tunnel but 
as much time as we spent 
watching. He always waited 


until our attention was 
elsewhere and then scam- 
pered out. 


Red squirrels were never 
favorites. We know them to be 
mean and nasty. They are 
cute characters and, once in a 
while, there is a slight temp- 
tation to think that perhaps 
they are not all bad. Never 
again, red squirrels are 100 
percent bad news! 

Late опе afternoon, I 
watched one destroy all good 
feelings I: might ever have 
had; On this day, blizzard plus 
two, the feeders were full of 
birds.

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Union Election 
2 Months Away, 
Reports Director 


Date for union election at 
the Tecumseh Products plant 
in Tecumseh may be two-and- 
a-half months away, ac 
cording to a statement issued 
by Bernard Gottfried, Detroit 
regional director of the 
National Labor Relations 
Board (NLRB). 

The 1,800 workers at the 
Tecumseh plant are currently 
represented by the United 
Products Workers, an in- 
dependent union, since 1937. 

fter getting enough 
workers to sign union cards, 
the United Auto Workers 
(UAW) called for a union 
election at the plant. Cards of 
30 percent of eligible em- 
ployees are required to do 
this. : 

Following "three days of 
NLRB hearings in Adrian, 
which ended Feb. 7, a date for 
election. could not be agreed 
upon between the two unions 
and the company. 

Main point of contention is 
the bargaining unit 
Historically, the United 
Products Workers Union 
represented all workers, 
outside of management, as 
one unit. The UAW, according 
to NLRB, wants one 
bargaining unit. 

On the other hand, the 
company asked for a division 
between white and blue collar 
workers, with separate union 
elections for the production 
workers and for the clerical, 
data and engineering staff. 

Since an agreement could 
not be reached at the 
hearings, ай parties were to 
file briefs on the casy Fev. 

17. NLRB has extended the 
date to Feb. 24. 

Gottfried of the NLRB will 


then decide on the bargaining 
unit and set a date for the 
election. 

He- stated - that — such 
decisions are usually reached 
within 45 days after the close 
of the hearing. 

Union election would then be 
held within 25 days after the 
decision. 

United Products Workers 
current contract with tlie 
company will expire Feb. 26. 

Another source at the NLRB 
indicated that the United Steel 
Workers Union intervened in 
the election and attended the 
first hearing. It is not known 
whether the steel workers 
union will withdraw from the 
election, but withdrawal was 
rumored. To intervene in the 
election, a union needs only 
one card.

For the first time in over 20 
years, The Tecumseh Herald 
will no longer be sold at the 
Kroger store here. 

Customers there who buy 
the local newspaper off 
newsstands will either have to 
buy it at other newsstands or 
subscribe. During the 20-year

each week at the Kroger 
outlet. 

Reason, or reasons, that The 
Herald is dropping its Kroger 
outlet is vandalism. Vandals 
have now made it impossible 
to keep papers there. 

Since company policy is to 
prohibit newsstands inside the 
store or inside the store’s 
lobby, newspaper racks — 
including others — have been 
stationed outside the store. 

It simply has not worked for 
The Herald, which out sells all 
other papers there by a large 
margin on Thursday, Friday. 
and Saturday. Pilfering, 
therefore, is more profitable. 

During the past couple 
months or зо, Herald’s 
newspaper racks have 
disappeared as fast as they 
were replaced. Until the past 
couple of months, the racks 
could usually be fished out of 
Evans Creek. Not so today, 
they’re simply gone. 

About four weeks ago, large, 
new locks for coin holders 


were installed and the Herald 
rack was chained to other 
racks, These locks were either 
cut or ripped off, but chaining 
the rack to others helped. 
Three weeks ago, again new 
locks were installed. About 
two weeks ago, The Herald 
discovered its keys to 


locks with their own and to 
which the vandals had keys. 
Less than 10 days ago, vandals 
again took locks and coin 
holders. It was time to call it 
quits at the Kroger store.

First order of business these days is a long and

careful look outside. If there is: fresh snow, and 
oh. how often there has been, then there is а 
whole new book to read. Lots of things happen 
but most of: them remain a mystery as neither 
one of us is any good at interpreting tracks. Just 
lately though we were lucky and two mysteries 


were Solved, 


For several days we won- 
dered about the tracks around 
the white, end-of-the-street 
barrier. Then yesterday af- 
ternoon my bed was in a 
slightly different position and 
suddenly the mysterious 
tracks were explained. 

In the mornings we did not 
see the little detour trail which 
went from the barrier to the 
euonymus bush but when we 
finally did, all was perfectly 
clear. Rabbits. 

A circular path is worn 
around the bush and many of 
the lower branches are nib- 
bled off. The 'inside' of the 
bush is full of tall branches 
with many side shoots, but 
around the perimeter there is 
nothing except thezblunt, 
bitten-off branches. No side 
shoots or anything. 

Right next to the euonymus 
is a forsythia bush which was 
apparently not touched. It has 
many low arching branches 
and truly, it seems that these 
would afford much easier 
dining. I wonder if forsythia 
does not taste as good as 
euonymus. 

And about this I am still not 
sure. They were not early 
morning tracks but, later in 
the day, patterns would begin 
to appear in the clean fresh 
snow and we could not figure 
out what or who made them. 

It was seemingly not an 
animal and there was no 
direction or indication that 
something was coming from 
somewhere апа going 
someplace. Our puzzlement 
went on for many days. 
Finally we saw who was 
causing the feathery edged 
depressions. Juncos. 

It could only happen in light 
fluffy snow. I- stil resist 
saying it, but Мот and I both 
watched the pretty black- 
hooded juncos swim in the 
snow. Swim? 

At first we thought the bird 
was in trouble. He lit in the 
soft snow, sank belly deep and 
began beating his wings up 
and down. We thought the poor 
bird was stuck in the snow. 

In a few seconds though he 
‘lifted off’, flew a few 
wingbeats away, landed again 
and started fluttering his 
wings. He obviously was 
doing, whatever it was, on 
purpose. We've seen. other 
birds go through the same 
process. Could they be taking 
snow baths? 

This has absolutely nothing 
at all to do with tracks in the 
snow but shortly after we saw 
the juncos swimming, a new 
little bird appeared on the 
near-my-window feeder. 

We had several calls so 
perhaps this is a good time to 
briefly talk about redpolls. 
They are smallish sparrow- 
like birds, about five inches 
long, with white wing bars and 
striped breasts. 

They closely resemble pine 
siskins but lack-the yellow on 
wings and tail. The male has 
a delicate rosy pink cast toʻhis 
breast and sports a brilliant, 
firey red spot on his forehead. 
The female lacks the breast 
color but does wear the red 
head marking.

The books. show these birds 
have black chins but this is 
hardly a good field mark. 
Their brown striped backs, 
shortish but deeply forked 
tails, and tiny, sharply pointed 
bills are easily seen when the 
birds come close. 

Redpolls are birds of the far 
north, the subartic to be exact, 
who wander south some 
winters. How far south? Well, 
we are currently hosting them 
in Tecumseh and when Gertie 
T. came in this morning, she 
had the exciting news that 
Mary Joe, her daughter in 
Pennsylvania, was enjoying 
them in her woods, too.

Charges that Tecumseh 
schools are using ‘‘por- 
nographic books” in the 
classroom. have again been 
leveled against School 
Board. 

Three parents appeared at 
Tecumseh's Board of 
Education meeting Monday 
night to complain about the 
use of the book “Nigger,” an 
autobiography by Dick 
Gregory. 

The book is used in English 
classes in the ninth grade. 

Although the three declined 
to identify themselves after 
the meeting, it was learned 
later that they were Mr. and 
Mrs. Delmas Dotson and Mrs. 
Carl LaGore. 

The three were primarily 
concerned about language 
used in the book but also ex- 
pressed concern about the 
way black culture is 
presented. 

Mr. Dotson told the board, 
"We resent this book in 
schools. This book is por- 
nography as far as we're 
concerned. We ask you 
to examine your con- 
sciences.” 

Dotson said they were also 
concerned about the book, 
"Catcher in the Rye," by J.D. 
Salinger. 

Dotson ned a peiton 
presented, to the board wi 
called the Grégory book, 
"miateralistic, atheistic” and 
expressing “secular 
humanism.” 

The petition went оп to 
request that some way be set 
up to allow parents to review 
books that are to be used in the 
schools. 

Dotson asked Ње board to 
review the book for further 
discussion when parents come 
to the next month's board 
meeting. 


But board president, Dr. 
Donald Phelan, stated that the 
board had reviewed the book 
at a Feb, 8 meeting and that 
everyone on the board also 
had read the entire book. 

Phelan added, “Тһе board is 
of the opinion that the book 
Should remain іп the 
curriculum." 

At that point, Dotson asked 
if any “born-again 
Christians" were on the 
board. No one responded. 

Board member William 
Macbeth said, “The issue is 
not im pook se. The real 
issue icy for choosing 
books. We don’t feel there is 
anything wrong with the 
policy.” 

Mrs. Carl LaGore told the 


‘board that they would like to 


have a 10-person, parental 
group review books and 
curriculum in the schools with 
particular emphasis on 
history curriculum. 

Macbeth quickly replied, 

“That’s a far cry from passing 
judgement on a book called 
"Nigger' " 

Mrs. LaGore went on to say. 
that other books could be used 
that don't contain profanity. 

Board members Dean 
Sheldon and Richard Heglin 
informed the three that 
students are told that the book 
might offend them and are 

ven altertiative books that 

may read. 

Dotson felt that rents 
should be contacted first, 
rather than having a student 
urn owe a book in front of bis 
class. 


Asst. Supt. Gene Cooley said 
after the meeting that the 
book is approved by the 
American Library Association 
and is endorsed by the North 
Central Accreditation 
Association.

Scheduling students and in- 
structors around other after- 
school extra-curricular ac- 
tivities is a problem as well. 

In addition, economics are a 
factor, Cooley said. The state 
reimburses the school district 
$30 for each driver's ed 
student. Actual per student 
costs are twice that figure. 

Mrs. Hunt maintained that 
the law states that students 
must be enrolled in driver's 
education “prior to" their 
léth birthday. 

Cooley replied that it was 
the opinion of school officials 
that the district is їп com- 
pliance with the law. 

Driver's education  in- 
structor Charles Gross told 
the board that students turn 16 
everyday. “We can't really 
start a new program every 
day."

paper was ‘devoted almost 
exclusively to an account of 
the death and burial of Gen. 
George Washington, com- 
mander-in-chief of the armies 
of the United States, 
Revolutionary War hero, first 
president of this country. 

A “multitude of persons” 
attended the cerémonies at 
Mount Vernon, his home. His 
corpse was in state in the long, 
lofty portico. 

On the head of the ornate 
coffin was inscribed ‘‘Surge 
and Judicium," .about the 
middle of the coffin, ‘‘Gloria 
Deo" and on a silver plate 
"General George Washington 
departed this life on the 14th 
December, 1799, AEt, 68.” 

A verse in the account was 
significant to Washington's 
life: 


“I have failed in a thousand 
cases, But I still have the 
heart to try. I am bruised in a 
hundred places, No darling of 
Fate am I. In many a crucial 
hour T have failed, and been 
scorned and kicked; But never 
has Fate had the power, to 
make me believe I am 
licked.” A

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Hayden Mill Ends Short of 150 Years 


by Kathy Brown 

It survived failures, fires, 
floods and panics. It carried 
thé pride of Tecumseh to the 
world and Tecumseh was 
proud of it. Just 8 years 
short of its icentennial, 
Hayden Mills ceased business 
in Tecumseh. For 119 of those 
years, the Hayden family 
charted its course. 

-Early this.--vear, Hayden 
Mills property was sold to 
Charles Steffens, Clinton and 
named Atlas IT. A 1977 fire 
demolished the Hayden Mills 
56-year-old mill on 314 S. Pearl 
St, second location in the 
company's history, where soft 
wheat flours were produced 
until the 1960's. 

Since 1954, Mrs. Perry 
Hayden, 512 W. Logan St. was 
president of the business, 
named in 1857 after her-late 
husband's grandfather, Wm 


Hayden, — grandmiller of 
Tecumseh. 


Hon. Stillman: Blanchard 
was the originator of the Globe 
Mill in 1835, now the site of the 
Tecumseh Community 
Center. Its name originated 
from the brilliant yellow 
mill’s trademark, two copper 
‘globe’ decorations 
suspended from both sides of 
the roof. Later їп 1926, Perry 
Hayden, William's grandson, 
adopted the globe as an in- 
spiring symbol for the com- 
pany that indeed marketed 
around the globe. 

Stillman Blanchard sensed 
the opportunity for developing 
the Raisin River’s water 
power desireable to 
Tecumseh’s early settlers in 
1824. On July 30, 1835, with 
financial help from Troy, 
N.Y., 600 acres of land were 
purchased, a part of Daniel S. 


and Silas R. Burt and the 
balance of Musgrove Evans 
and Austin Е. Wing. 

Land ownership gave water 
rights. A dam was thrown 
across the valley of Evans 
Creek near its junction with 
theriver and another dam was 
thrown across the point now 
Standish Pond. 

This later site was. the 
plateau of the so-called Indian 
dancing grounds. А mill race 
was dug at the foot of the Burt 
St. bluff and so the ax leveled 
the ancient mound builders’ 
work, 

Mill race, three quarters of 
a mile long, was was dug so 
the waters of the Raisin could 
join the pond of some hundred 
acres made by damming the 
creek. 

Approximately $34,000 was 
spent on digging of the mill 
race, done by hand and horse

niversary last Jan. 31. 

Unit came about from the 
research, dedication and hard 
work of three men: Richard 


member of the medical staff. 

Original unit housed four 
coronary beds and опе 
surgical bed.in a large room 
that it quickly outgrew. Unit 
was moved several times 
before the new second floor 
west wing became its per- 
manent home in Nov. 1975. 

Capacity is six patients, one 
semi-private and four private 
rooms, all highly visible to the 
nursing staff. Each 'is 
equipped. with a heart 
monitor: 

Herrick Hospital Woman's 
Auxiliary purchased the six 
monitors as well as 
resuscitative equipment and 
furniture. This includes the 
emergency or "crash" carts, 
defibrillators and car- 
diopressor (oxygen powered 
cardiopulmonary resusci- 
tation machines). 

Monitors, which readily 
display a patient’s heart 
rhythm to alert nursing and 
medical personnel, and the 
resuscitative equipment, were 
instrumental іп saving 
countless lives. 

First year it operated, in- 
tensive coronary care unit 
served 131 patients. In 1977, 
unit served 319 patients; ‚ойу 
15 died. 

Such statistics point out 
need and advantage of such a 
facility to а community 
hospital in the care of acute 
coronary patients. 

Most vulnerable period for 
an acute heart attack is the 
first 24 hours. If a patient 
received the best of medical 
and nursing care, aided with 
fine medical equipment, lives 
can be and are being saved. 

At the time the unit first 
opened, physicians trained its 
nursing personnel. Those 
remaining since the unit 
opened are Alice Williams 
R.N., Deloris Furgason and 
Joyce German, nurse's aides 
and Dianne Cottri]l R.N., head 
nurse of the unit for three and

Rate Increases 


Tecumseh city council and 
Tecumseh township board 
agreed Tuesday night that the 
township will pay $8,000 next 
fiscal year for its fire service 
contract with the city, an 
increase of $2,000 over what 
township.presently pays. 

Township offered $7,600 this 
year. City asked for $400 more 
so township would pay its 
share for the number of fire 
calls to the township. 

In fiscal years 1974-75 and 
1975-76 township paid about 
six to six-and-one-half*percent 
of the operational costs, or 
$4,000 for about 20 percent of 
the calls. In 1976-77 it paid 
$6,000, or about nine percent of 
operational costs for 13 per- 
cent ог 15 calls of all calls. 
City last year paid 84 percent 
of costs for 74 percent of calls. 

City manager Cal Zorn told 
council that city contributes 
about 1% -mills to fire 
department operations, 
township contributed six- 
tenths of a mill. City's 
assessed valuation is $40 
million, township's is $10

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Council Selling Bidwell Building 
behind Closed Doors at City Hall? 


Tecumseh Council met in 
executive session Feb. 21 after 
its regular meeting with D.E. 
Limpert of Manchester to 
discuss his interest to pur- 
chase the Bidwell Building. 


Michael McPhillips and 
another representative of the 
Robert H. Thornton Jr. P.C. 
Realtor, Ann Arbor were also 
present. Preliminary efforts 
by assistant city manager 
Paul Preston and McPhillips 
brought the interested party to 
the city. 


Limpert was long involved 
in the restoration of historic 
buildings, including the Black 
Sheep Tavern, Manchester. 


The Bidwell Building, built 
circa 1852 on the corners of W. 
Chicago Blvd. and S. Evans 
St., was made a gift to the city 
last July. City was seeking a 
buyer to restore it if feasible. 
It was designated a historic 
site on the Michigan Register 
of Historic sites last fall. 


Council, taking steps to go 
into a closed session, went on 
record to meet secretly to 
discuss the police suit against 
Council members. At the time 
during the regular or open 
meeting, nothing was said 
about discussing the Bidwell 
Building and some Council 
members were not aware that 
it was to be part of the closed 
meeting. 

Council did not take any 
action during the executive 
session, stated city officials.

Auditorium, Facilities 
Inspected at Sturgis 


Six members of the ad hoc 
committee to study the 
feasibility of a çommunity 
auditorium for Tecumse 
visited Sturgis, a community 
the size of Tecumseh, to gb- 
serve operations of its civic 
center recently. 

About 20 years. ago, a 
similar committee visited 
Sturgis which at the time had 
just gotten underway with city 
operation of its center. 

What did Tecumsehites 
learn after 20 years that it 
didn’t know before? 

“That a town of equal size 
can support a civic center with 
fees and rentals and a six- 
tenths mill from taxes," and 
operate on a break even basis, 
told Bill Frownfelder, 
Tecumseh committee 
member. 

Sturgis maintained its 
multi-purpose facility for 23 
years. Operating budget is 
$145,000 which comes mostly 
from rental fees. 

It has a full-time director, а 
secretary and two main- 
lenance employees and 
busy practically every day 
the week. 

The Sturgis facility has four 
separate areas to allow 
simultaneous activities. It 
hosts meetings, such as 
Kiwanis and Rotary, in its 


dining and ballroom facility ^ 


with seating capacity of 300 
and huge kitchen. 

It hosts productions and 
meetings in its 1,000 seat 
auditorium, 700 first floor and 
300 balcony seats. It has a 
lounge for public use. Wedding 
receptions and art exhibits are 
held there. Finally, it houses a 
separate teen club facility. 

The Sturgis center was built 
with public subscription at a 
cost of three-quarters of a 
million dollars. 

Also of interest to the 
Tecumseh group was the 
city’s two indoor and two 
outdoor swimming pools in a 
complex next door to the high 
school. 

Operated by а local 
authority, it was built in 1974 
with $400,000 in public 
donations. This last year it 
operated within $1,500 of 
breaking even. 

It is available to schools for 
physical education programs, 
may be rented by smaller 
communities, scheduled for 
city recreations programs and 
instruction. It employes three 
full-time people. 

In last year’s recreational 
needs survey by Tecumseh 
Area Town Meeting Organ- 
zation (TATMO), respondents 
named expaned swim 
facilities as desirable. 

The ad hoc auditorium 
committee includes Dr.

Secret Meeting 
Not Justified, — 
Violated Law 


In our opinion, Council met illegally in 
closed session, often called executive session, 
Closed or exécutive sessions are almost al- 
ways held by the School Board every month, 
and it is our opinion that many of these sessions 
are probably iliegal. ‚ 

Act. No. 267, Public Acts of 1976, State of 
Michigan defines closed sessions and clearly 
defines when such sessions are legal. Section 
Зоѓ Act. No. 267 reads: 


A public body (council, School Board, etc.) . 


may meet in closed session only for the follow- 

ing purposes: 
(a) To consider the dismissal, sus- 
pension, or disciplining of, or to hear 
complaints or charges brought against, 
a public officer, employee, staff 
member, or individual agent, when the 
named person réquests a closed hear- 
ing. 
(b) To consider the dismissal, sus- 
pension, or discipling of a student when 
the public body (School Board) is part 
of the school district, intermediate 
school district, or institution of higher 
education which the student is attend- 
ing, when the student or the student's 
parent or guardian requests a closed 
hearing. 
(c) For strategy and negotiating sess- 
ions connected with the negotation of 
a collective bargaining agreement 
when either negotiating party requests 
a closed hearing. 
(d) To consider the purchase or lease 
(not sale) of real property up to the 
time an option to purchase or lease that 
real property is obtained. 
(e) To consult with its attorney re- 
garding trial or settlement strategy in 
connection with specific pending lit- 
igation, but only when an open meeting 
would have a detrimental financial 
effect on the litigating or settlement 
position of the public body. 
(f) To review the specific contents of an 
application for employment or appoint- 
ment to a public office when the cand- 
idate requests that the application re- 
main confidential. However,.-all-inter- 


views by a риһ body for exiplóg men 
or appointment to a public office shall 
be held in an open meeting pursuant to 
this act. 

(g) Partisan caucuses of members of 
the state legislature. 

(h) To consider material exempt from 
discussion or disclosure by state or 
federal statue. 


The Herald questions that Council could 

legally adjourn to a closed session for (1) 
discuss the police suit and (2) sale of the 
Bidwell property. 
Both do not come under the criteria of 
Section 8, Act No. 267. Also, sale of the 
Bidwell property must comply with the city 
charter, which states that sealed bids must 
be received on all sales or purchases in 
excess of $500 - Chapter 12, Section 12.1 
of the city charter. 

It would also seem unethical for Council 
to meet іп a closed session óver public 
property, exclude a citizen and tax payer of 
Tecumseh but admit residents of Man- 
chester and Ann Arbor. $

It is found in 

most parts of the country, from Maine to Alaska 

and from California to Florida. A sleeper by day 

and hunter by night, it is a bird of the open wood- 

lands and clearings. It nests in tree cavities and 

has ап appetite for about anything it can catch. : 
Although called thescreech owl its voice is тоге 

accurately described as a whinny- 


neral and His Lady can 
fil ®ut the brief description 
above. Avid bird watchers for 
many years, this winter they 
were able to specialize. 
Specialize in' what? Screech 
owls! One screech owl to be 
exact. They watched it almost 
every morning and were most 
thoughtful in sharing the 
adventure with Mom and me. 

As is true with most owl 
experiences, it was sound 
before’ sight. Almost every 
morning just before daybreak 
the owl "talked" to them. 
They speculated he was 
coming home after a night of 
hunting in their woods and the 
nearby fields. Soon, of course, 
merely hearing was not 
enough and thus started the 
campaign to see him. 

His home is in an oak tree at 
the edge of the woods not too 
far from the house. About 25 
feet up the trunk there is a 
short stub of a branch and just 
above this is the hole which is 
the owl's front door. 

Often when he comes home, 
after a night ‘‘on the country", 
he perches on the little broken- 
off limb, a good place to relax 
before going to bed and an 
excellent place for his people 
friends to watch his actions. 

He adheres to a time 
schedule of his own. But, more 
often than not, he flies home 
just when there is barely 
enough light to see him. His 
grayish color blends into the 
tree trunk but a lightish area 
under his chin or at the top of 
his breast stands out. It is this - 
high spot that my friends 
have said is sometimes their 
only clue that the owl is there. 

Whereas he first talked to 
themibefare he retired for; the 
day--since- the - weather

times he lays them flat and 
close to his head. 

What fun it must be to watch 
These late visits. As we hear it, 
he is apt to sit on his perch and 
twist his head around first one 
way and then the other. A 
leisurely surveying of his 
kingdóm, so to speak. 

One of the old tales about 
owls was that they could turn 
their heads completely 
around. This of course is not 
true, their heads are not on a 
360 degree swivel. They can, 
however, 
enough so that not much 
escapes their attention. 

This head twisting ability is 

because the birds 
have relatively unmovable 
eyes. These eyes, are super 
sensitive. They can collect 
light which is so dim as to be 
almost useless to human eyes. 
Thus it is that the owl is such a 
good nighttime hunter. 

Complimenting this 
superior eye sight is an almost 
unbelievably acute sense of 
hearing. The feathers on the 
facial disk of the owl are so 
constructed that they act 
almost as hearing aids. They 
catch sound waves and tunnel 
them tò the sensitive ears. The 
slightest rustle of a mouse 
scampering across the woods' 
floor is enough to insure an 
alert owl of a good meal.

In 1851, he was employed by 
his brofher, Henry, at a mill 
near Jackson. He purchased 
the Globe Milling Co., west of 
town on LaPlaisance Bay Rd, 
(M-50), on sheriff’s sale in 
1858. 

Wiliam Hayden led the 
business for almost 40 years 
before his death in 1896. He 
was-identified- with-the socíal 
and religious life of Tecumseh 
as well. 

An obiturary stated “In 
business his name was 
synonymous with integrity, 
honor and perserverance. In 
private dealings, scrupulously 
honest. His belief was in deeds 


and actions rather than 
woods.” 
Local historian Clara 


Waldron used the mill's 
prosperity as an economic 
barometer. The mill was one 
of the prime industries of the 
community, farming was the 
cornerstone. 

In the 1870's, the Globe, Red 
(north of town) and Quaker 
(at Comfort Rd. in Raisin 
Township) flour mills worked 
long hours grinding Tecum- 
seh’s wheat for the nation’s 
markets. 

By 1881, .Hayden’s Globe 
Mill was sending flour abroad. 
In 1884, 24 carloads in one 
shipment were sent to Sligo, 
Ireland. Hayden observed the 
Irish used his empty flour

In the  1890's; flour 
production was steady at the 
Globe, the Heck Mill on Red 
Pond, and the Quaker in 
Rei Heck Mill burned in 

1. 

In 1896, Levi C. Hayden was 
called from Massachusetts 
Institute of Teclinology, where 
he was. an architecture 
Student, to carry on the 
company after his father's. 
death. 

He and his brother, Will, 
remodeled the mill after. the 
1897 ‘panic to manufacture 
flour strictly for domestic 
trade. That first day of 
operation, March 25, 1898, a 
worker tried to mix liquor 
with .milling апа fire 
destroyed the mill, 

It was especially disastrous 
because the insurance had 
lapsed. Because of the mill's 
importance to the community, 
funds were: raised. by public 
subscription_to help defray 
rebuilding costs. This was 
done almost at once and on the 
same site. Railroad shipping 
reports for the year indicated 
nearly 3 million pounds of 
flour were shipped. 

Levi Hayden, a creative 
businessman, developed a 
successful trade оп “1900” 
flour in surrounding counties. 

Through 1903, the East 
continued to be a market for 
carloads of Hayden flour.

Shortly after Levi Hayden's 
death in 1918, Perry C. Sat- 


terthwaite, a son-in-law, 
guided \ the business as 
manager. 


In. the depression after 
World War I, merchants and 
local factories, most of which 
were concerned with 
agriculture, were affected by 
the loss of farm buying power. 
Only the .Quaker ` Oats

Chamber Urges 
Political Action 


The best way to influence 
legislators to work for the 
business 
solving the problems of work- 
men's and unemployment 
compensation and single 
business tax is to make sure 
the right legislator is elected 
in the first place. 


That was part of the 
message Robert LaBrant 
delivered to nearly 100 


members and guests of the 
Tecumseh Area Chamber of 
Commerce at its annual 
luncheon Feb. 28 at St. Peter's 
Episcopal Church. 

These problems are not 
solved in a vacuum, but by 
involvement in the political 
process, LaBrant emphasized. 
He is politica) action program 
director for the Michigan 
State Chamber of Commerce. 

LaBrant outlined how local 
chambers of commerce can 
organize to maximize political 
effectiveness. 

1976 P.A. 388, effective June 
1, 1977, allowed corporations 
and non-profit corporations a 
first-time opportunity to 
establish and administer 
"separate, segregated funds.” 

In other words, business 
was given the statuatory basis 
to set up a political action 
committee to support can- 
didates sympathetic to its 
problems. 

Labor unions were doing 


this since the 1940's. As 
recently as 1972, LaBrant 
reported, the Michigan 


Education Association, ranked 
third -in state political clout, 
became active in elections 
supporting ‘‘friendly’’ 
legislators. 

Furthermore, he stated that 
his research showed that the 
MEA had organized 86 af- 
fillate organizations at the 
grass roots level for political 
activity. 

Since P.A. 388 became ef- 
fective, only six of 13,332 
corporation formed political 
action committees; only 20 
trade unions, only six 
professional associations and 
11 chambers of commercé 
have formed political action 
committees, There are 283 
chambers of commerce in the 
state of Michigan. 


LaBrant told his audience 


that the Michigan Chamber of 
Commerce has a пй рас kit 
available for small 
businesses, trade 


organizations and chambers 
that details how political 
action committees may be 
organized in one afternoon. 

He explained that if a group 
does not raise or spend more 
than $500 per election in each 
primary and general election, 
requirements for detailed 
financial report to the state 
may be waived. 

LaBrant illustrated what 
$500 in each primary and 
genral election could do. 


He stated that research 
shows these contributions are 
comparable to what other 
organizations are giving. - 

LaBrandt said that 11 of 38 


community in, 


senate seats and 22 of 110 
house seats will be open races 
in the 1978 elections. Michigan 
Chamber of Commerce 
political action committee 
also plans to be involved 
where incumbents have a pro- 
business record and where 
incumbents have a poor 
hnsiness record. 

“The problems of business 
are not solved in vacuum," 
LaBrant concluded. ‘‘They 
are solved by involvement in 
the political process. We have 
to unferstond. the needs of 
legislators. They want to 
return to office. The needs of 
business can be solved if 
business organizes political 
action committees.”

Sale of the property is justified. The manner in which it 
was done is highly questionable, and hopefully will not be 


repeated in the future. 


Let's take a look at the City Charter, Chapter 12, Sec- 
tion 12.1: In all sales or purchases in excess of five hund- 
red dollars, (a) the sale or purchase shall be approved by 
the Council, (b) séaled bids shall be obtained, апа (c) the 
requirements of Section 12.2 shall be complied with, 


When the Charter says “а sales," do we interpret ‘‘all’’ to 
be inclusive and wholly? Or, does the word "all" exclude real 
estate and real property - and the Bidwell Building? 

One x9? have to assume that sale of real estate is ex- 
cluded from the “all sales” aspect of the Charter. Our inter- 
pretation of the Charter and the word “а” are, therefore, 
wrong.

Limpert of Manchester. 

The Tecumseh Herald challenged the legality 
of the closed session under provisions of the 
Michigan Open Meetings Act, 1976 PA 267. 

It states that public bodies may meet in execu- 
tive session for purchase or lease of realty. It 
does not state executive sessions may be held to 
discuss the sale of public property. 

Monday night before Council entered into its 
sale agreement with D.E. Limpert, Council 
members Len DeMoss and Mary Bowers ques- 
tioned the city attorney Greg Forsthoefel on this 
and other points. 

He said the city's closed meeting was legal 
under Section 8 (d) of the act. 

‘‘Maybe we didn’t cover ourselves on all the 
technical points," Forsthoefel said after the 
meeting. But ‘I’m convinced we were legal under 
the open meetings act. Р 


The Herald also challenged the city's ability to 
sell the building without sealed bids. 

Section 12.1 of the city charter entitled ‘‘Pur- 
chases-Contracts-Leases, purchase and sale of 
property," states: “Їп all sales or purchases in 
excess of $500, (a) the sale or purchase shall be 
approved by the council, (b) sealed bids shall be 
obtained," etc. 

In a letter addressed to city Council, at the 
request of assistant city manager Paul Preston, 
city attorney Greg Forsthoefel replied: 

“Ороп review of Chapter 12 of the City Charter, 
the legislative history of the Charter Commission, 
together with Michigan Statutes for home rule ° 
cities, the writer is of the opinion that the city 
may sell or lease reabee_‘.t2 commonly called 
the Bidwell building without the benefit of 
competitive and sealed bids.” 

‘Then why did we take sealed bids when we 
sold property on S. Pearl St.?" asked Council 
member Mary Bowers. 

Forsthoefel said that in that case, it was to the 
advantage of the city. He stated that the charter 
does not apply to the sale of real estate. He cited 
the fact that the city also set the price per acre 
for the sale of industrial park property. 

*"Then this charter means nothing," Mrs. Bowers 
said. 

Ап unidentified man, who said he was-a 
Tecumseh area realtor (Larry Carpenter), 
asked the city if it had appraised the building. 
**City has nothing on file,” Preston stated. 

**Wouldn't it be advisable for the city to get it 
appraised to get a fair market value?" asked 
Carpenter.

Asked if the city advertised the building for 
sale, Preston cited newspaper reports of his Jan. 
15 report to Council. It was reported in the 
Tecumseh Herald Jan. 19. 

The Herald's Jan. 19 news report mentions that 
the building was available for restoration, reno- 
vation, and renting. It did not mention that the 
building was for sale nor did Preston's release 
say it was for sale.

Consider Court for Ruling 


Question of whether the City of Tecumseh 
was legal in its negotiations and sale of the 
Bidwell Building may well be settled in 
court. 

City officials contend they were legal and 
proper. The Herald has disagreed as have 
many others. Officials claim their closed 
session was legal, the local newspaper says 
it violated the state's open meeting act; and 
officials say their sale of the building was 
legal, and the newspaper claims otherwise. 

Cost of having the issue decided in court 
is prohibitive, possibly as much as $1,000. 
Is the cost worth a court decision? We're not 
sure but will decide in the next few days.

Last week’s article about the screech owl end- 


explaining how ѕирег- 


sensitive sight and almost: unbelivable acute 
hearing combine to make this little 10 inch tall 


bird an expert hunter. 
According to the books this 


; owl-has а wide range of food 


likes. Practically all of his 
hunting is done during the 
night and almost anything he 
catches he will eat. 

I was surprised to read that 
he would tackle bats and even 
beetles and other large night 
flying insects. He catches 
them on the wing which says 
something for his flying 
ability. 

Like all owls the screech owl 
has soft feathers which must 
be a great help in his hunting. 
The “feathery ‘edges’ of the 
feathers make his flight ab- 
solutely noiseless. As he 
swoops on an unwary victim, 
there is no whistling or 
swishing of wings to give him 
away. 

If our weather ever 
moderates enough so that 
people have the.urge to be 
outside and if our mountains 
of snow diminish enough so 
that people can move away 
from the shoveled paths and 
driveways, The General and 
His Lady can do a bit of 
detective work. 

Owls swallow their meals 
whole. The edible portions are 
digested but bones, skins, fur 
and other nonedible parts are 
formed into pellets which are 
regurgitated. 

Often these coughed-up 
pellets are found at the base of 
the bird's nest-tree. By careful 
dissection it is fairly easy to 
tell what the bird has been 


eating. 
I am not curious enough 
about our owl's dietary 


preferences to undertake such 
a job but, if they want to know, 
I would be more than glad to 
have a telephone report. 

A statement in the National 
Geographic's Water, Prey, 
and Game Birds caught my 
attention. When talking about 
the screech owl the book said 
that he stayed in his hole 
during, the day to 
escape” the crows, jays and 
cardinals that gather to 
harass” him. 

Well, Iam not sure about the 
crows and the cardinals but 
oh, what I have heard about 
the jays!

industries that employed rural 
youth to make automobile 
parts. In the 1960's, the small 


factory was converted into the 
Tecumseh Community 
Center. 


In 1937, a fire in the boiler 
room of the S. Pearl St. 
Hayden Mill caused over 
$8,000 damage. Mill 
operations resumed within 
one week. -Production was 
stepped up to 24-hour shifts to 
meet demand. 

In. 1938, a $14,000: addition 
added 8,000 square feet to mill 
capacity. That opening day, 
farmers from 50 miles around, 
some waiting 13-hours, sold 
their wheat to Hayden Mills at 
the premium. price of $1 а 
bushel. Hayden employes 
logged over 20 hours. Im- 
mediate steps were taken to 
increase receiving capacity. 

At the height of mill 
production in the late 30’s and 
40’s, pancake, cake, self- 
rising, pastry, whole wheat 
and graham flours were 
produced. A grain elevator, 
feed mixing plant, feed and 
seed warehouse with 
nationwide distribution were 





operated. During the peak 
season about 50 or more were 
employed by the industry. 

In 1940, a sermon inspired 
Hayden ‘to illustrate some of 
the Bible’s lessons оп 
“tithing,” “rebirth” and 
“returns on what we sow.” 

He started the so called 
"Dynamic Kernels”  ex- 
periment. Original 360 ker- 
nels, planted on a 4 x 8 foot 
patch, multiplied in six years 
to 72,150 bushels garnered 
from 2,666 acres of land. Tithe 
by the sixth year was $100,000 
to 150 different churches. 

Henry Ford assisted in the 
project five years with land, 
machinery, labor. He per- 
sonally participated in the 
harvests. Project was called 
“the. most. spectacular in- 
ternational human interest 
story in the world”. National 
radio hook-ups and newsreels 
publicized it. 

When Henry Ford II suc- 
ceeded his grandfather, 
support of "luxury projects”, 
such as the Ford schools and 
Dynamic Kernels projects, 
was withdrawn. 

Ford land was not available 


for the last planting so Hayden 
distributed kernels throughout 
the country to 250 farmers that 
agreed to plant, harvest and 
tithe. 

A symbolic crop was 
planted in the infield at the 
Lenawee County fairgrounds, 
Adrian and ceremoniously 
harvested with antique farm 
implements. A helicopter flew 
the grain to Toledo where 
crackers were made then 
flown back and distributed to 
the afternoon crowd. 

After World War II, Hayden 
Mills obtained a government 
contract to produce flour for 
worldwide :famine relief. _ 
Government paid a premium 
on the. market price to- en- 
courage wheat production, at 
its lowest ebb iri 20 years due 
to war and limited rainfall. 

After Perry Hayden's death, 
his wife, Elizabeth, became 
president of Hayden Mills in 
1954. Shé was grandniece of 
Woolston ‘Comfort, owner of 
the old Quaker mill in Raisin. 

Industrial changes caused 
the company to abort its flour 
operations. For its continuing 
years, Hayden Mills served its

Essentially, I support the 
present policy of book 


selection and the system of 
allowing the substitution of 
books considered distasteful. 
This policy seems sane, 
rational and liberal in. spirit. 
Basis to this policy is the 
position taken which ‚Чо Dt 
uire any person read a 
book which he or his parents 
considers distasteful, inap- 
propriate, or even vulgar. 

If I correctly interpret the 
current policy; no one is 
forced to ready any book 
against his will. 

I find this a'salient point as 
well as a position which I 
would heartily endorse. 

I am convinced that our 
educational system has a 
series of checks and balances 


-built inte-it-which-serves as a 


safeguard. I vote for school 
board members, whom I 
consider intelligent, sensible 
people of good judgement. I 
assume that they in turn will 
act responsibly in hiring in- 
telligent, sensible teachers for 
our school system. These 
teachers аге after all, 
professionals; their 
judgement in educational 
matters is and must be dif- 
ferent from that of non- 
professionals. 

I do not intend to imply that 
I think, them incapable . of 
occasional lapses of bad 
judgement, but if bad 
judgement occurs, our system 
includes the possibility for 
redress. 

In essence, I would oppose a 
committee of parents serving 
asa book selection committee. 
I think it would be unworkable 
and inefficient and would 
ultimately result in detriment 
to our educational system. I 
certainly would not want any 
citizens of this community to 
act as censors for me or my 
children unless I had some say 
(ї.е. by vote) in their selec- 
tion. I emphatically do not 
want a committee of parents 
involved in book selection. I 
am sure, however, that any 
citizen suggesting a book to be 
included in a course of study 
would have his suggestion 
received with . courtesy and 
respect. 

In terms of the issue of what 
constitutes pornography, to 
my mind the use of occasional 
"dirty words" in any book 
does not constitute рог- 
nography. In reality, 1 am 
certain that lamentably my 
daughters have heard more 
filthy language from their 
peers in school and out of 
school than they will ever read 
in books. 

I am also convinced that an 
important responsibility of 
education is to present to any 
student not only the world he 
knows but also the world he 
does not know.

By singling out specific 
homes as places to go for help, 
there is the danger of in- 
terpretation that all others 
would be unsuitable or unable 
to help in time of need.

for Sale, Closed Session 


A lawsuit against Council will be filed Thurs- 
day or Friday in Adrian, The Herald learned 
Monday afternoon. 

The suit will challenge city officials handling of 
the sale of the Bidwell Building and Council’s 
adjournment to,a closed session on Feb. 21. 
Other details of the suit are not known at this time. 

For the past two weeks, The Herald has been 
critical of the closed session and method of selling 
the building. Last week, the local newspaper 
indicated that it was contemplating a suit to 
determine if Council’s actions were legal. 


Saturday, The Herald decided to proceed with 
its suit, only to withdraw when it learned another 
party had also instigated action. The Herald is 
not involved in any way with the suit scheduled 
for filing today or tomorrow. 

Since the Feb..21 closed session and later dis- 
covery that Council was acting to sell the Bid- 
well Building, The Herald's position has received 
considerable support. There have been offers to 
help finance the cost of a suit. 


Support even came from Florida where a local 
resident called Monday evening and promised to 
back the newspaper, including financial support. 


If for some reason that a suit is not filed this week 
in Adrian, The Herald will file and will accept 
backing of businessmen and residents. 

АП partiés, including The Herald, agree that 
the city should sell the building. It's generally, 
agreed that the city should never have accepted it 
as a gift in the first place. 

In 1976 Gladys Robideau purchased the property 
for $40,000 and later gave it to the city. Since 
then there have been a number of remodeling 
and restoration proposals for the building, but 
all rather costly. The Herald does not know when 
attempts to remodel the building were abandoned 
nor does the newspaper know when the city de- 
cided to sell it. 

The Herald first learned that the building was 
for sale when an Ann Arbor real estate firm 
sent the paper a news release after the closed 
session, announcing a tentative sales agreement. 
The sale, not publicized, was discussed at the 
closed session on Feb. 21, when officials adjourned 
from their regular meeting to “discuss a suit 
against Council by the police.” 

Discussions with officials the past week did 
not change The Herald's opinion that sale of the 
building and closed session were illegal.

Many people who feed birds 
are reporting the same thing. 
Large flocks of mourning 
doves seem to be all over and 
it is not unusual to hear 
numbers such as 20 and 25. 

Believe me, 25 mourning 
doves in one group is ‘a lot of* 
mourning dove. There are 
questions about our -winter 
doves, Some who are en- 
tertaining doves now have not 
noticed them in past winters. 
We have always fed them but 
not in such numbers. 

Most books agree that this is 
a migrating bird and thus it 
would appear that perhaps the 
birds we see billing and cooing 
in the springüme and who 
show such a fondness for 
sitting side by each on utility 
wires during the warm 
weather months are not the 
same birds who are mobbing 
our feeders this winter. In 
other words, the summer gang 
has moved south and the 
flocks we are currently seeing 
are from further north. 

Whether in winter or 
summer mourning doves 
seem to spend an ех- 
traordinary amount of time 
just simply perched on a tree 
limb, wire, or fence rail doing 
nothing. Such patience. 

Sometimes, when the sun is 
bright and warm, it is easy to 
believe that the doves parked 
in the-trees- are sunbathing; 
however, when the wind is 
strong and raw the birds can 
look so uncomfortable and 
miserable that one can only 
wonder why they are out in the 
open and not tucked snugly 
into a thick evergreen or 
tangle of bushes. 

I am looking at such a 
mourning dove now and 
wondering why he is sitting 
out in the open. His usually 
long and graceful neck is 
pulled ir until his little head 
seems to be resting. on his 
shoulders. The feathers on his 
round plump body are fluffed 
out, he looks about twive as 
big as he should. In fact, were 
it not for the long skinny tail 
this,>i~- *- зо hunched, ура. ^ 
fluffed out that it looks as 
though we have a football 
perched along the limb.

According to the books the 
fluffed out feathers trap air 
next to his body keeping him 
warm. It.is'nice to know there 
is a reason for his unkempt 
appearance. The tail at the 
end of the 'football is.so 
skinny that itis hard to believe 
he has the usual compliment 
of 14 tail feathers. 

Of course, perhaps he 
doesn't. These birds are 
poorly equipped to handle our 
bad winter weather. Many 
times this year we have seen 
mourning doves with ice 
frozen to their tails. We have 
also seen some with missing 
tail feathers. 

One I particularly 
remember — as.he came in for 
a landing at the food trays his 
tail was fanned wide open 
showing that one of the long 
middle feathers was missing. 
It is quite possible it had 
frozen to a branch and when 
the bird flew away the feather 
stayed put. 

We take mourning doves so 
for granted, at least I am apt 
to, that the bird books are 
often brought into play. A 
shame too for some of the 
reading is quite interesting. 
One book explains the head 
bobbing or nodding as the 
dove walks, Actually, they call 
it a “minding gait" which I 
think is great, so descriptive. 

This.book claims -that tae 
bird pushes his head out 
before each step and holds it 
there “while the body catches 
up." The advantage is that 
holding the head steady for a 
moment gives the bird better 
vision than he would have 
were the head moving. Un- 
fortunately they do not say 
what he is supposed to be 
looking at or for.

Not a great deal is known 
about Wheeler or hls works. 
From Clara Waldron's Herald 
newspaper column, “Is That 
So" and from a book on 
Michigan artists, and the back. 
of one of the paintings, Betty 
Kline, president of the 
historical society, pieced 
together some information. 

Lavern F. Wheeler was a 
native Detroiter and later a 
Tecumseh resident. He was a 

photographer by profession; 
an art teacher dh portrait 
and. landscape artist b 
avocation. Wheeler lived wi! 
his mother for many years in a 
small house in Tecumseh near 
the Methodist parsonage 
located then at Chicago and 
Pearl St, 

“The Artist's Dream” was a 
copy of the original. Some- 
time in 1868, Wheeler raffled 
the picture and a smaller one 
of a scene on Esopus Creek, 
Ulster County, М.Ү. Tickets 
sold at 50 cents a chance. 

Shortly before his marriage, 
James Ingersoll bought a 
ticket on each picture. He won 
both. The two paintings were 
part of the Ingersoll home 
until Edith L. Ingersoll, a 
Tecumseh librarian, made a 
gift of “Тһе Artist's Dream" 
to the Partridges on Jan. 30, 
1954. 

The painting hung over the 
Partridge family mantle in 
their Pearl St. home until Mrs. 
Partridge died. 

The artistic work that 
brought Wheeler the most 
recognition locally was the 
Sutton Opera House curtain 
and scenery, considered to be 
executed in the best style of 
the period. 

The Sutton Opera House was 
built in 1878 and later became 
the Strand (movie) Theater 
until 1968. Now it is the site of 
the Gambles store. 

A- portrait of Shakespeare 
with the quotation, “АП the 
world's a stage” was painted 
atop the heavy red velvet 
stage drapes. 

A Rhine landscape, com- 
plete with the Ehrenbreitstein 
Castle, was depicted. The 10 
sets were intended to serve the 
needs of any professional or 
amateur theater, concert, 
lecture, commencement, etc. 

The sets consisted of a 
drawing room, complete with 
tasseled draperies and 
elaborate doorways, forest 
scene, kitchen, balcony, a 
street, a dungeon, a “common 
room,” a rocky pass; and a 
garden landscape of roses 
climbing over pink brick 
walls, perhaps the most used 
with seemingly hglf the plays 
opening amid its bowers. 

With some reinforcement, 
the sets served the Sutton 
Opera House until the movie 
screen of the Strand Theater 
replaced them. In 1960 one of 
the sets was found and used 
for a little theater play. 

Wheeler’s work for the 
opera house was apparently 
appreciated outside the local 
area as it brought him at least 
one commission to do another 
set of scenery, reportedly 
“with complete satisfaction.”

1 (6.0unce) tomato paste 
1% cup dry red wine 
3 cups water 
1 teaspoon thyme 
2 bay leaves 
2 (4-ounce) cans mushrooms 
stems and pieces, undrained 
1 (8 ounce) egg noodle bows, 
cooked and drained 
3 cups shredded Cheddar 
cheese. 

Coat meat with flour and 
salt. In large Dutch oven 
brown meat in oil at medium 
temperature. Add garlic, 
tomato paste, wine, water, 
thyme and bay leaf. Cover; 
simmer 1% hours or until 
meat is tender; remove bay 
leaves. Stir in mushrooms 
and noodles; divide mixture in 
half and pour into two 12x8x2 
inch baking dishes. 

To freeze: wrap in freezing 
paper and freeze. Early in day 
to be served, thaw at room 
temperature. About 1/4 hours 
before serving, unwrap and 
cover with foil. Bake at 350 
degrees for 1 hour. Uncover. 
Border each with half of 
cheese. Bake 15 minutes 
longer. 12 servings.

“I don’t think that makes any difference,” said 
attorney Forsthoefel. “Не (Limpert) is not the 
broker.” ї 

“Туе always been of the position that а realtor 
or broker should always make his true position 
known. I didn't know that Limpert is a realtor.” 
said Carpenter. 

“1 think the question is were we legal in what 
we did, even if we made a mistake in the way we 
did it," said Mead. 

"We were all concerned about vandalism and 
the appearance. We wanted two things, to 
improve the historic appearance of the downtown 
and to contribute to the business area. Limpert 
came to us with a plan. I think the boiling ques- 
tion is did we operate legally at the time.” 

Mead asked Forsthoefel to explain his legal 
interpretation of the city's position. Forsthoefel

“I think you established a sound case,” Tressler 
said. “It shows the wording in the charter is-not 
as clear as it could be. It is obviously misunder- 
stood by some and (in some sections) in obvious 
conflict.” 

Tressler suggested the city ask the Michigan 
Municipal League for a legal opinion to affirm 
Forsthoefel's. 

Forsthoefel replied he would *'certainly not" 
mind.

Preston explained that the 
Farmers Home Ad- 
ministration at the state level 
has authority to fund only $1% 
million. ‘‘Even at 90 units, we 
exceed this," said Preston 

In this case, the Farmers 
Home Administration in 
Washington D.C. must make 
the approval and this will take 
longer than anticipated. 

Reasons why city chose to 
deal with Farmers Home are: 
it is geared toward smaller 
communities, initial approval 
for loans comes from Adrian 
and Lansing rather than 
Washington D.C., and 
basically, Farmers Home has 
had more funds available over 
longer periods of time than the 
federal . department of 
Housing and Urban 
Development. 

Council member Jay 
Tressler pointed out that the 
city might have greater need 
for senior citizen housing if 
geographic limits for 
residents of the housing 
project were liberal.

Tecumseh was. in- 
corporated with 10 charter 
members on Easter Sunday, 
April 6, 1828. 

То ске its 150th an- 
niversary, congregation 
plans a special activity week 
April 2-9. 

An attic search was an- 
nounced in conjunction with 
the anniversary. Tecumseh 
area residents and former 
residents are asked to check 
among their family 
souveniers for church 
programs, newspaper clip- 
pings and personal memen- 
toes saved from church ac- 
tivities; ^

display these mementoes 
during the week. Pam Bunch 
is chairman of the historical 
committee. Anyone with items 
tv loan may contact her. 

Part of the preparation has 
included. the writing of the 
church's history. Dee Jay 
Rinehart, historian, has spent 
considerable time in the last 
year researchihg the history. 
She has come across some 
interesting sidelights to flesh 
out the story of the church and 
its people. 

Ou. of the first 10 members, 
eight were women. None have 
direct descendants in the 
area. However, one of the 
charter members, Maria 
Hixon, was 103 when the 
church celebrated its 75th 
anniversary in 1903. She died 
the next year and was buried 
in Riverside Cemetery, 
Clinton, 

The Rev. Noah Wells, a 
Presbyterian minister from 
Detroit, gave the first Sunday 
service in Tecumseh in 1825. 

Circuit riders served the 
community until Sept. 1827 
when the Rev. Alanson 
Darwin came as the first 
pastor of, the Presbyterian 
congregation, The Rev. Ed- 
mond Watkins is presently the 
pastor. 

By 1836, the congregation 
outgrew the school and court 
houses in Tecumseh where the 
services were held. On Jan. 12, 
1837, the Session House was 
completed at Maumee and E. 
Chicago Blvd. It was later sold 
to the Friends Society and 
used by them for 60 years. It is 
still in use as a residence at 
the corner of Cummins and 
Adrian St. х 

TW Sept 24, 1840, the que 
frame meeting house, large 
enough to hold 400, was 
dedicated. The church con- 
tinued to grow. It held daily 
meetings with the Methodists 
and Baptists 

tThe United Methodist 
Church in Tecumseh 
celebrated its 150th an- 
niversary this year too. 
Festivities were held last fall 








however, due to unpredictable 
winter weather.) 

Under the pastorate of the 
Rev. Samuel E. Wishard, 
plans for the present church at 
211 W. Chicago Blvd. were 
made. It was started in 1865 
and built in Gothic revival 
style. Wishard was. also 
responsible for preserving the 
church's early history. 

In 1892, trustees were 
authorized to consider lighting 
the church with electricity at 
no cost to the church for fix- 
tures, but the improvement 
was not made until 1898 when 


electric lights were no longer 
free. 7j 

In 1949, a group of young 
people originated the idea of 
having a basement in the 
church. Оп Oct. 13, 1949, the 
fellowship center was 
dedicated. It was used for 
réligious gatherings and could 
serve as a dining room for 200. 
In 1950, it was divided into 
smaller rooms for Sunday 
school. 
On March 21,” 1971, the 
Christian Education Building 
was dedicated after almost a

the interior and exterior of the 
church was restored. 

Two prominent citizens 
from Tecumseh’s early years 
were each involved with 
church activities for 50 years: 

Serill C. LeBaron, since 
1834, was church secretary for 
37 years in his own hand and 
continued with the help of a 
Mrs. Moreley," making his 
term 50 years. 

LeBaron set up the 
Academical School, the first 
advanced course of study 
beyond that offered by the 
district school in Tecumseh. 
Following the 1830's panic, he 
became. receiver of. the 
Tecumseh Bank, the Globe 
Mill and other ‘speculative 
ventures in, town. 

J.S. Strong, local -en- 
trepreneur, was choir director 
for 50 years and in 1889, gave 
the church a new pipe organ. 
Strong’s first enterprise was a 
stream engine foundry. 

He financed the three 
storied brick block that later 
became Satterthwaite Hard- 
ware, now Baldwin Hardware. 
He was somewhat active in 
the clothing firm of Strong and 
McNair located in the Con- 
tented Sole. He built the 
yellow brick home at 109 S. 
Union St.

We only had a partial view 
of what was going on — the 
birds seemed to be eating 
close together but apparently 
love matters had not 
progressed far enough for him 
to be feeding her. It won't be 
long now though. 

The birds who were break- 
fasting on the trays them- 
selves were the cute little 
redpolls. Yes, large flocks 
were still in-residenee. They 
were outnumbering juncos 
and goldfinches. 

And here is another 
example of seasonal 
overlapping. We think of 
redpolls аз winter birds, 
which they most definitely 
are, but the few goldfinches 
who shouldered their way to 
the feeders were thinking 
spring. Several of them were 
showing a great deal of their 
spring and summer bright 
yellow. So encouraging.

Next we noticed the for- 
sythia bushes and these were 
even ‘more so’ — each and 
every bud was accentuated by 
the white coating and through 
the frost it was possible to see 
that the branches themselves 
were beginning to take on a 
tannish yellow color. 

Further up the creek are 
willow trees and even they 
were showing signs of spring. 

Finally, of course, the frosty 
loveliness began dropping, 
sagging and falling. While it 
was still a fairyland though a 
black colored bird flew into 
the scene.

Abuse from JHS Teachers 


Parents concerned about 
verbal and physical 
harassment of their students 
at Tecumseh Junior High 
School will meet Monday, 
April 3 at 7 p.m. at the Zapata 
Center, 1015 Erie St., Adrian 
to discuss their “common 
experiences and concerns. 


The group identified as 
“Concerned Parents of 
Tecumseh Junior High School 
Students” organized itself at a 
similar meeting Monday in a 
Tecumseh home, following an 
incident at the junior high 
School on March 20 when a 
student was reportedly struck 
by a. teacher, 


Superintendent Robert 
Duhan said he was aware that 
Tecumseh Junior High School 
principal Donald Berkley met 
with the student’s parents and 
the teacher to discuss the 
situation. Any disciplinary 
action would come from the 
principal, stated Duhan. He 
said that “по announcement is 
made of what disciplinary 
action may be taken against a 
teacher or student.” ., 

Berkley could not be 
reached Wednesday morning 
for comment 

Eight parents and three 
Students attended the March 


27 informal meeting. Dee 
Cortez and Tom Flores, 
community liaisons from 
Zapata Center, Adrian, at- 
tended the meeting to hear the 
parents concerns. 

Concerns listed by parents 
Monday included cold 
classrooms, teachers refusing 
to talk to some parents about 
some students’ problems, 
teachers using “big words," 
teachers swearing in

Supt. Robert Duhan said 
that materials -are selected 
the building principal, 
department chairperson, 
curriculum coordinator and 
the teacher.

teacher of the class-and one 
teacher not involved with the 
material, reads all the 
material. 

The ad-hoc committee then 
completes a checklist of 
criteria and submits a written 
recommendation to the Board 
of Education, 

Thé-School Board has the 
final say as to whether 
material is retained ог 
rejected.

Temple. for Tecumseh 
Masonic Lodge No. 69 F & AM 
were made public Monday 
night at Tecumseh City 
Council's meeting.

service of approximately 
three acres of land, north and 
east of Bishop Reed Dr.

The Tecumseh lodge, which 
was founded in 1854, is now 
meeting in the М#опїс 
Temple in the James Building, 
atop the D&C store at N. 
Evans and E. Chicago Blvd. It 
was built in 1894 and com- 
pleted in 1899. The first floor 
and half of the second were 
constructed by James and 
second and third floor were 
finished by the Masonic 
Lodge. 

Kiser commented that the 
second story meeting place is 
not readily accessible to 
senior citizens. The new 
building will provide easier 
access for older persons and 
the handicapped. When not in 
use by the jene , it would be 
available for rent to civic 
organizations or individuals 
for dinners or receptions.

Refugee Family Seeks

The Long Hoang family may 
not yet have a home to call its 
own, but at least it has a 
country. 

After three weeks, the 
family is now settling into 
temporary housing at St. 
Elizabeth Catholic Church 
convent until a permanent 
home can be found 

Their arrival in Tecumseh 
marked the end of a six-month 
odyssey in Malaysian waters 
where they sought political 
asylum after their escape 
from South Vietnam. 

As a last resort they sank 
their boat in Singapore waters 
and were rescued. The United 
States ЕтЬйѕѕу accepted 
them. 

The nine-member extended 
family is being sponsored by 
the Nguyen family, the first 
Vietnamese refugees to settle 
in Teeumseh in August 1975. 
They are related to Mr. 
Nguyen. The Nguyen family 
has now bought a home in 
town and is self-sufficient. St. 
Elizabeth was the Nguyen 
family’s sponsor. 

The family includes Long 
Hoang, 30, his wife, Hsoa Thi 
Nguyen, 25, their two children, 
a daughter, Hue Hoang, 5 and 
a son, Hung Hoang, 2. The 
couple is expecting a baby in 
June. 

Also with them are Mrs. 
Hsoa's sister, Nam Nguyen, 13 
and her brother, Ba Nguyen, 
16. They started at Tecumseh 
Junior High School April 3. 
They speak no English. 

Three young men who also 
woad are Thuan Nguyen, 
30, Nhiez Nguyen, 20 and Phan 
Nguyen, 18. 

The family lived almost

Bidwell Building, involved in controversary the 
past few weeks by some who questioned Council's 
method of selling it, is a historical building. At 196 
years old it is believed to be the second oldest 
commercial building in the downtown business dis- 
trict. The Union Building, next door, is 128 years old. 

The Herald has not questioned the Bidwell Building's 
historical value, its place in the downtown commer- 


cial district nor its future usage. We would hope 


that the building is properly restored and returned to 
commercial usage. 

Birdsley J. Bidwell, one of the town's earliest and 
most successful merchants, built the three-story 
Structure 126 years ago. Some historians say it 
was built in 1851, others in 1852.

In the past 25 years, a furniture store conducted 
business there and it was followed by the Watkins 
Shop, which is still operated by Goldie Watkins at 
115 Е.

The Masonic Lodge, organized here in 1854, used 
the Bidwell Building as its temple for 40 years.

upon learning of the assassination of President Lincoln 
in 1865. 2 

Salmon Crane and Sons are credited with cons- 
tructing the building, and brick and stone in the 
building are said to be superior to related construc- 
tion materials today. Architects have judged the 
building as sound, including load bearing masonry 
walls. 

Some of the original wallpaper on the third floor 
still glitters. Decorative plaster molding and a brass 
chandelier ín the room used by the Masons, also re- 
main, as does a wheel used for lifting celery seed.

Costs of restoration, plus a new facáde at the 
street level, are almost atronomical. In 1977, it was 
estimated to cost $277,000. 

Such work would provide a multi-story retail and 
business arcade for five to seven retail outlets and 
for an equal number of offices.

It seems to me that the 
provisions of the third 
paragraph in Section 12.1 are 
not applicable to sale and 
purchases of real estate 
because that paragraph 
requires that the sale or 
purchase be approved by the 
council which is not enough in 
the case of the purchase or 
sale of real estate as indicated 
both in a subsequent 
paragraph of Section 12.1 and 
in Section 7.6(b).

It is unfortunate that the 
language of the second 
paragraph of Section 12.1 does 
not expressly restrict the 
applicability to the purchase 
and sale of materials, supplies 
and public improvements as is 
the case in the second 
paragraph. I feel sure that the 
drafters of the charter in- 
tended that this apply only to 
the purchase and sale of 
materials, supplies and public 
improvements. This does 
make the matter somewhat 
“ambiguous but I feel 
reasonably sure that a court 
would rule this since special 
voting requirements are 
applicable in the case of the 
sale and purchase of real 
estate that is fairly obvious 
that it was not intended that 
paragraph 3 of Section 12.1 
apply to the purchase or sale 
of real estate. 

This conclusion is 
strengthened by the fact that 
12.103) deals with the pur- 
chase as well às the sale of 
real estate. Since each parcel 
of real estate із. generally 
unique, the purchasing city 
would be in a position where it 
would have to draw 
specifications which would be 
met by only one parcel, 
thereby making the bidding 
procedure meaningless. In- 
terpretations which leads to 
an absurd conclusion is 
avoided by the courts, of 
course. 

I trust that this will be 
helpful to you in connection 
with your solution to this 
problem and if we can be of * 
any further service please let 
us know. 












George Underwood Was Prominent Auto Dealer 


Funeral services were held Monday af- 
ternoon at United Methodést-Church for 
George V. Underwood, Jr., well known 
Clinton auto dealer who died last Thursday 
afternoon at St. Joseph's Hospital in Ann 
Arbor. 


The personable, 53-year-old dealer had 
suffered from multiple myeloma for over 
two years. He remained undaunted, 
however, especially in recent months and 
weeks when he was in and out of the 
hospital. 

He kept in touch with his dealership until 
the very end, probably selling his last 
vehicle on Monday, just three days before 
he diéd. And, about three weeks ago he 
toured his agency and inspected the ex- 
tensive remodeling program that he had 
planned and which is now underway there. 

Mr. Underwood, a lifelong resident of 
Tecumseh and Clinton, lived at 4980 E. 
Monroe Rd., at the edge of Tecumseh. 

He was born Jan. 21, 1925, in Tecumseh to 
George V. and Helen (Westtott) Un- 
derwood. He graduated from Tecumseh 
High School іп 1943. ` 

He served in the Navy from 1941 to 1944, 
attained the rank of First Class Petty Of- 
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ficer while in the European Theater aboard 
the U.S.S. Oklahoma and was awarded a 
Bronze Combat Medal. 


After World War II, he began selling used 
cars and in 1951 he obtained a Packard 
Motor Car Company franchise in Clinton. 


Two years later he became the Lincoln- 
Mercury dealer for the area. In 1960 he 
purchased the Lancaster Ford agency, 
giving him one of the few dealerships at that 
time for all Ford company vehicles. 


His agency was generally known as 
George Underwood Fordland, although 
officially it was. Underwood Motor Com- 
pany. He was considered one of the most 
Successful dealers in southeastern 
Michigan. 

Mr. Underwood served on the board of 
directors of the Michigan Automobile 
Association and was also a member of the 
National Automobile Dealers Association. 
He was also a director of the Ford Dealers 
Advertising Council. 

He and his agency were consistent win- 
ners of Ford Motor Company awards for 
sales and leadership achievements. 

He was а member of United Methodist 
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Church, Adrian VFW, Underwood-Orr Post 
No. 34 of the American Legion in Tecumseh, 
Adrian Elks Club, Tecumseh Country Club, 
and the Washtenaw County 100 Club.

won't in 20. 

3. "Limit yourself: One 
subject per letter. 

4. “Organize: State your 
points in logical sequence 
Communicate! 

5. “Ве factual: Avoid vague 
generalizations and label- 
hanging. 

6. “Ве simple: Most readers 
don't dig fancy talk. Keep 
sentences and paragraphs 
short. Use punchy verbs. 

7. “Ве constructive: If you 
condemn, suggest a better 
way. 

8. ‘‘Mechanics: Туре 
doublespaced on one side of 
plain white paper. Leave wide 
margins. Mail first class. 

9. “Sign your name: All 
publications must know your 
name and address.” 

These rules apply equally 
well whether you're writing а 
letter to an editor or to a 
public official. One caution 
regarding the latter: elected 
officials—especially those in 
Washington—get loads of mail 
daily. 

Most of it falls into two 
categories: (1) form letters 
which obviously have been 
stimulated by a third party; 
and (2) personally motivated 
and written correspondence. 


The form letters have 
relatively little impact. 
It is the personally 


motivated letters—those truly 
reflecting the writer's own 
opinion—that makes a public 
official sit up and take notice.

Who 
keeps the water softened, hot 
when you want hot, and cold 
when. уои мапі cóld?. Who 
changes light bulbs? 

Do we take for granted that 
we will have air conditioning 
in the summer and heating in 
the winter? Who's responsible 
for clean; filtered and 
humidified air throughout the 
hospital? 

Who are they? The men in 
our maintenance department. 
They are George Coulson, Jim 
Hickok, Ed Shrider, Willard 
Smith and Charles Robison, 
the director of maintenance 
and safety. 

It may not be obvious to our 
patients how the maintenance 
department contributes to 
their care, and yet these men 
feel a strong sense of personal 
responsibility to patients at 
both Herrick Hospital and 
Herrick Nursing Home. 

They outline three primary 
responsibilities for the 
maintenance department. 

(1) To provide for patient 
enviromental comfort and 
safety; 

(2) To maintain and 
preserve the hospital struc- 
ture, facilities, and grounds in 
the same condition the general 
contractor entrusted it to 
them; 

(3) To maintain and im- 
plement changes to meet the 
mandates of regulatory 
bodies, i.e. Joint Commission 
for Accreditation of Hospitals, 
as ,well as the state fire 
marshall's office, Michigan 
Department of Public Health 
and insurance carriers to 
meet health and safety 
regulations and codes. 

Under Robison's super- 
vision, the men respond to 
approximately 300 requests 
for maintenance services per 
month. These requests come 
from every department in the 
hospital and vary in com- 
plexity. 

For the purposes of this 
article, we'd like to deal with 
those functions that are not 
obvious, and yet contribute so 
greatly to patient care and 
well-being.

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One primary concern is that 
of patient comfort and safety. 
Because the technological 
advances of recent years have 
influenced the health field, 
much of patient care today 
relies upon-the use of elec- 
tronic: апа elctro-mechanical 
equipment. 

Heart monitors, 
defibrillators, heating pads, 
oxygen equipment, fetal 
monitors, thermotic-thoracic 
suction machines, electro- 
surgical apparatuses, and 
Sterilizers to prepare. in- 
struments for surgery are just 
a few which involve the safe 
use of electricity 

Our maintenance теп carry 
out periodic checks on all 
medical patient care. They 
perform operational check- 
outs, calibrate, and test for 
safe currents and voltages to 
eliminate .the possibility of 
electrical shock hazards to 


patients and medical per- 
sonnel 
This is ag&ally preven- 


tative maintenance, because 
they are intent upon detecting 
and preventing problems 
before they occur. 

Hospital water system is 
another interesting area 
where much takes place 
before the water reaches the 
patient or the nurse. Herrick 
Hospital uses approximately 
90,000 gallons of water every 
week and the maintenance 
department is responsible for 
providing soft water. 

They follow a schedule that 
includes water softener 
regeneration and periodic 
checks for bacteria. 

Such tasks not only require 
many hours of time, but also a 
thorough understanding of the 
equipment, mathematics 
chemistry, physics, blueprint 
reading, electrical wiring, 
plumbing pnuematics, elec- 
tronics and refrigeration. 

In addition, they must be 
familiar with the state and 
federal requirements for 
meeting safety, fire, and 
health codes. When a health 
inspector comes for a visit, 
much of the burden for 
compliance rests with these 
five men 

We'd like to ask that the 
next time you visit our 
facilities you think about the 
equipment you use, the clean 
air you breathe, the fresh 
water you use the interior 
decor and realize the 
challenging service that these 
men perform.

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Historic Home Sold 


By Sharon Connors 
MACON — John and Lucille 
Banks have sold their historic 
Macon home and will soon 
move to Gaylord. The former 
Banks home, listed on the 
National Historic Register, 
has been purchased by Mr. 
and Mrs. John Frazier of 
Dearborn. 

In 1829 John Pennington 
took up 160 acres of land, 
cleared it with the help of his 
sons and erected a brush 
roofed shanty on the plot of 
land the Banks home stands 
on today. 

A log cabin soon replaced 
the original shanty and 
sometime between 1835 and 
1845 the log structure was 
replaced by the Greek Revival 
style home that now stands on 
the site. 

Five generations of Pen- 
ningtons lived in the house 
before it was bought by Henry 
Ford in 1931. It then became 
Ford's country home in Macon 
which was his farm capital. 

In 1949 the property was 
bought by Mr. and Mrs. Art 
Lopshire and in January of 
1971 they sold it to Mr. and 
Mrs. John Banks.

When John and Lucille 
Banks found their Macon 
home in 1970, they saw an 
ideal place for their family 
and a setting for their 
collection of 18th century 
country furnishings which 
were a mixture of country, 
primitive and Shaker. 

The only structural changes 
involved in the remodeling 
was.a back porch and door. 
Other work included work on 
floors and woodwork, lots of 
painting and wallpapering as 
they attempted to decorate the 
home in the style of the 
Pennington days, leaving the 
Ford inovations. 

When the home was ready, 
it was indeed a step into the 
past, right down to the 
homespun curtains from 
Massachusetts. 

Thé center of the home 
housed the couple апа 
five of their seven children. 

The kitchen was unique with 
its scrubbed oak floor, a brick 
chimney with a modern oven 
built into it and the stove, a 
reproduction of an old wood 
burning stove with electricity.

of furniture, not for show but 
for everyday living.

Besides receiving the land, 
the Masons also were given 
$500,000 for the temple's 
construction. 

Although the Masons are 
one of the oldest, finest 
organizations in the world and 
is religious in nature, the 
lodge does not have zoning 
acceptance here.as do the 
churches in regards to 
building in residential areas. 

According to Tecumseh's 
zoning regulations, churches 
may locate and build in any 
area. 

Developers in the past have 
viewed the west bank of River 
Raisin, just north of the 
church, for development. High 
water level tables in the area 
have discouraged dev- 
velopment, would necessitate 
а couple lift stations for 
sewage, and ?іп most cases 
prevent construction with 
basements. 

At one time, the late Ray 
Herrick considered building a 
new high school there. Site 
sketches and other drawings 
were reviewed for months 
before the plan was finally

A tentative budget of $1,951,315 for the 1978-79 
fiscal year has been presented to Council, which 
will hold a special meeting on May 8th for adop», 


tion. 


The budget is based on 13 mills, same as in 
recent years, but millage that was not changed 


because of anticipated 
water rates. 


City manager Cal Zorn said 
it was either raising the 
millage or the water rates, 
which are the lowest and will 
continue to be the lowest in the 
area, except for Hillsdale. 

The city has subsidized the 
water department-for years 


through local taxes. Last year, 


$75,000 was contributed 
through taxes, but during the 
next fiscal year, only $15,000 
will be allocated. 

Council gave the ordinance 
its first reading Monday night 
with Harold Easton the only 
dissenting councilman. He 
argued that the city has an 
increase in assessment, which 
will provide approximately 
$36,000 more in local taxes, 
and the largest tax payers will 
not only-be paying more tax 
monies but also more for 
water. 

Robert Hamden, city 
assessor, reported an increase 
in city evaluation from 
$39,755,000 to $42,500,000 with 
total tax collections locally 
amounting to $552,500, over a 
fourth of the budget.

kingfisher! 


As usual, we heard the 
kingfisher before we saw him. 
There are certain sounds that 
are t never forgotten "or 
eq 5 

A pair of loons screaming 
and laughing at each other on 
an out-of-the-way bay at the 
north end of Lake Huron; 
flickers maniacally laughing 
across the creek and drum- 
ming on a hollow tree; 
mockingbirds serenading all 
night long on a bright spring 
night in Florida. 

To this nice list must^be 
added-the kingfisher. His 
voice is a loud raucous rattle 
with several inflections. As he 
flies up the creek his scream 
can almost tell the state of the 
fishing. 

If he has made a good catch 
he sounds one way, if he has 
come up empty-billed he 
sounds quarrelsome and 
irritable. 

Late last fall, in fact it was 
probably early in the winter, 
the fisherman of the creek had 
us all worried. Why did he stay 
so late? The kingfisher's diet 
is almost exclusively made up 
of little fish he dives into the 
water for — how in the world 
did this fellow eat well when 
the creek was frozen? 

For several days he was 
around when there were not 
even any open holes. It seems 
terribly risky for these birds 
to dive into these open areas 
but they occasionally do and 
apparently get away with it. 

When the creek is frozen 
from bank to bank it is more 
than dangerous living, it is 
living with no food supply 
available. That is instant 
hunger — or frightful 
headaches from diving and 
banging the head on ice. 

No, seriously, the bird did 
stay much too late last year 
but he must have found some 
open fishing somewhere. 

Now, of course, we are 
wondering if the current bird 
is last year's slow poke. No 
way of telling for sure. Male 
and female kingfisher are 
garbed alike with one ex- 
ception. They are pretty, but 





funny looking characters. 
They seem top heavy, their 
short blunt tail їп по way 
balances the large shaggy 
crested head with its long and 
heavy bill. 

The birds wear slate blue on 
their back and white un- 
derparts are banded by the 
same blue. Females sport a 
distinctive and noticeable 
rusty breastband too. Both 
wear snowy white collars. 

Seldom have I had a better 
look at a kingfisher — they are 
not overly friendly birds and 
prefer quiet stretches of creek 
or lakes. Our section of the 
creek may not be quiet but 
‘when the foilage is out the 
water is quite hidden. 

This particular day, as 
hungry as my eyes were for a 
look at new green leaves, it 
was nice that the trees were 
still bare. Bird perched оп a 
limb over the creek, he was 
just outside the window. Mom 


‘was in the kitchen 


coffee and the General’s Lady 
hardly asked about moving 
my bed when I said lets go. 

There he was, big and 
beautiful and handsome. Mom 
came in just as he moved up 
the creek. 

These are solitary birds, 
usually sharing a fishing site 
only during mating season. 
Their nest is at the end of a 
long burrow which they ex- 
cavate in a.creek bank or lake 
cliff. 

Usually the entrance hole is 
high enough to avoid any 
danger of high water but, as 
an extra precaution, the next 
itself is slightly higher than 
the tunnel. 

‚ Female lays six to eight 


eggs, both parents incübáte, " 


and when first hatched 
kingfisher kids are blind and 
naked. They cling together for 
warmth, their parents are far 
too short legged to stand over 
them and afford protection. 

In about four weeks the 
family is ready to leave home 
and there is just one last 
lesson to léarn. How to catch 
fish. 

How is that taught? Often 
one of the adults will catch a 
fish, either kill or stun it, float 
iton the water, and let the kids 
practice. What a sight that 
would be.

An archaeological discovery 
of a kind was found April 3 
under a 15 ft. long, seven foot 
wide, slab of city sidewalk on 
the west side of the Tecumseh 
Office Supply building, 202 Е. 
Chicago Blvd. at S, Ottawa St. 

No one could explain what it 
was and no one will probably 
ever see it again. Dangerous 
six foot deep excavation was 
filled with sand and’ gravel 
and entombed with new 
cement by Tuesday afternoon, 
April 4. 

„№ one is known to have any 
Pictures of it. The Herald 
editor was contacted but did 
not mention it {о staff before 
his vacation. ‘Tecumseh 
Camera’ Shop, next door, did 
not know about the discovery. 

It was not an April fool joke, 
although it began April i. All 
the ‘employees of the 
Tecumseh ` Office Supply, 
several city workers and 
üncourited passersby saw the 
excavation. 

Upon first report, local 
historians and city officials 
were surprised and stymied 
for an answer. What was it? 
..'I haven't the faintest 
idea,” said city manager Cal 
Zorn. He personally inspected 
the excavation. 

"That's weird," said Clara 


Waldron, authoress and 
historian. 
‘What a missed op- 


portunity," said Dr. Charles 


Lindqdist, curator of the 
Lenawee County Historical 
Museum. 

What was it? 

Your guess is as good as 
anyone's. 

The physical evidence 
revealed a six foot deep, by 15 
ft. long. by 7-ft. wide hole. 
Underneath the sidewalk 
perimeter was a six ft. high 
cobblestone wall. Toward the 
middle of the excavation was 
an 18 ft. long, six foot high, red 
brick wall between the present 
foundation and stone wall east 
of the-street. 

City manager Cal Zorn said 
the brick wall continued in a 
northeasterly direction under 
the E. Chicago Blvd. sidewalk: 
A city worker easily drove a 
Pick ax into the front sidewalk 
where" wall was bélieved. to 
continue. A gas pipe led into 
the. pit from a.southwest to 
northeast angle. 

Except for an antique wood, 
double size bedstead, stored at 
the sout end against the stone 
wall, the excavation was 
hollow, When a crew tried to 
remove the bed, it crumbled 
from dry rot. 

Brick wall looked brand 
new, stated Bryce Roekle, 
business owner. His father, 
Paul Roekle, building owner 
said, ‘I’ve never seen 
anything like it.” 

And no one is known to have 
any pictures. 

April 1, the Roekles noticed 


the rain was, washing under 
the sidewalk. City filled the 
hole. 

April 3, enough ground had 
washed away,so that a city 
employee could peer into the 
cavity. Sidewalk was removed 
and the undi und walls 
were HINCOY . Stone wall 

leteriorated. The ground 
washed under sidewalk. 

Apparently old sidewalk 
was laid over boards and steel 
grid, perhaps before rein- 
forced concrete was used, 
theorized Раш Roekle. 
Sidewalk’s° age -was not 
known, 

Originally sidewalks: were 
plankboard. First test con- 
crete ‘sidewalk was con- 
structed on the corner of E. 
Chicago. Blvd. and S. Ottawa 
St. in 1895. 

Why the cavity was not 
filled earlier remains а 
mystery. 

There is no known abstráct 
for the property, making it 
more difficult to find out what 
was built there. 

'Though evidence is in- 
conclusive, it is believed that 
the walls were foundations. 

Through old histories and 
directors, the story of the 
business corner began to 
emerge 

Was it the cellar or foun- 
dation of the town's first 
store? 

Earliest building on that 
corner was the town's first 


real store, a frame structure 
built in 1825 by Daniel Pitt- 
man, storekeeper, first county 
clerk and local military 
figure. His home, the first 
house on “Маіп Street" was 
built in 1824 just east of the 
corner store. Stone wall could 
be a remainder. 

Was it a foundation from the 
Patterson home? 

Probably not. A 1868 map 
reveals no building on that 
corner. However, Tecumseh's 
pioneer doctor, М.А. Pat- 
terson built a brick home on 
the center of the lot in 1855. It 
stood along for 20 years, was 
defaced into a thkee-story 
hotel that was unsuccessful, 
and torn down in 1966. It is the 
Kitchen and «Fabric | Center 
site. 5 

Was it a hiding place on the 
underground railroad? 

“That’s ridiculous," said 
Clara Waldron. ‘Тһе un- 
derground railroad was just a 
name for getting the slaves 
through. town. Hiding places 
were in houses, not in the 
ground.” 

Dr. Charles Lindquist said 
that the fact it was a secretive 
place where someone might 
have hid and a bedstead was 
there could lead one. to 
speculate that it was an un- 
derground hiding place. 

“Tecumseh was a 
stronghold for the un- 
derground railroad movement 
and that makes the possible

energy. 

Fry is president of 
Mechanical Inc.,. Adrian, 
which in

reactions of the sun, Fry 
explained that 19 percent is 
used for warm air and 
moisture; 34 percent is 
reflected and the other 47 
percent reaches the earth 
surface. 

Of that last amount, 23 
percent is diffused in clouds 
and particles so that actually 
only 24 percent reaches the 
earth's surface directly. 

So far, we are able to collect 
energy needs from the sun for 
heating homes and hot water 
at a tremendous expense at 
this time. 

He illustrated, by displaying 
a collector panel, one of 1,000 
ways to collect solar heat. 

Perhaps in three years, 
there may be breakthrough in 
solar energy use, which would 
reduce its cost.

To.serve as a working 
outline, the Tecumseh Civic 
Center Study Committee 
released last week an update 
of the 1960 report of the 
Foundation Advisory Com- 
mittee of Tecumseh (FACT). 

Report will be submitted to 
Tecumseh Council at its next 
meeting, Monday, May 1 at 
7:30 p.m. in city hall. 

The FACT committee was 
appointed by the Tecumseh 
Community Fund Foundation, 
Inc. in Feb. 1960 to poll the 
community on desirable civic 
projects that the Foundation 
might undertake. 

As a result of extensive 
public opinion survey, FACT 
committee compiled a list of 
seven projects: à community 
auditorium, library, swim- 
ming facilities, recreation 
program, teen club, park 
facilities and ice rink. 

Taking its mandate from the 
1976 Town Meeting goal, the 
present 14-members Civic 
Facility Study Committee was 
formed with William 
Frownfelder as chairman. 

Committee met periodically 
since January 1978 and at its 
March 30 meeting realized 
that its activities paralleled 
those of the FACT committee. 

Thus the FACT report was 
updated to serve as a working 
outline for the Civic Facility 
Study Committee. 

A new civic center and new 
indoor swimming pool will be 
the study goal of the new 
cy eo

ago by the FACT committee. 

New committee believes 
civic center would contain a 
theater to seat 700 persons. a 
teen center, lounge, a dining 
room with limited kitchen 
facilities and practice rooms. 

Frownfelder said that a 
feasibility study will be 
conducted.

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Official Says | 
Rate Increase 
Best Method

Tecumseh City Council has been presented an 
ordinance which would increase the existing 
water and sewer rates approximately 30%. We 
feel it is important that the citizens of Tecumseh 
be advised of the reasons behind the recommended 
increase. 


In order to understand the reason for and recom- 
mended amount of the increase, it is important 
to look at the income and expenses of the water 
and sewer department over the period 1973 to the 
present. 


A few definitions are in order: Income is money 
derived from sale of water and other miscellane- 
ous charges; operating expenses cover such things 
as salaries, supplies and utility charges; bond 
payment covers the cost of capital expenditures 
that must be paid over a period of time.

When looking at the last two years 1977 and 1978, 
the figures are somewhat misleading. For ex- 
ample, in 1977 it appears that the water depart- 
ment lost only $19,000, when in reality it lost closer 
to $73,000, because we had to use other funds in the 
budget to cover the deficit. This is also true for 
1978, in fact, the subsidy figure had to be increased 
to $75,000. It is estimated that the deficit for 78-79 
would approach nearly $100,000.00. 


One of the major reasons for the large increase 
in operating expenses is the sharp increase in 
utility charges for the operating of the wells and 
sewage treatment plant. 


City government is no different than private 
business, income must be sufficient to cover 
expenses. The question then in this case is what is 
the best way to raise the income necessary to 
cover the expenses. 


There are essentially three methods: 

1). Raise the water & sewer rates. 

2). Increase the millage. 

3). Transfer money from some other item in the 
budget to the water and sewer department. 


The second method, increasing the millage 
unfortunately has no direct relation to the amount 
of water used by a family or business, so those 
paying high property taxes with low water usage 
pay a disproportionate share for water. The third 
method is in а sense robbing Peter to pay Paul. 
We are reducing some other service, a service 
that does not produce it’s own revenue to cover 
expenses for a,service that could and should be 
paying it’s own way. 

The first method appears to be the best and the 
most equitable way of increasing revenue. Every- 
one pays for exactly what they use, those with 
high water usage pay a higher water bill and those 
who use very little water pay a smaller bill. 


When trying to determine the amount of the 
increase we first looked at the amount of the 
deficit. We also did a comparison study of water 
rates in surrounding communities. A number of 
different increases were computed, in order to 
balance income with expense a fifty percent 
increase would have been required. We felt this 
was too high so a 3096 increase was recommended. 


This increase will not cover all of the deficit but 
will go a long way in achieving parity between in- 
come and expenses. We will still need to subsidize 
the department to the tune of nearly $15,000 in 1978- 
79. 


What does a 30% increase mean to the average 
homeowner? Based on a average quarterly usage 
of 20,000 gallons, the present bill would be $17.00. 
Under the new rate the bill would be $22.20 or 7.40 
per month. 

It is important to note that even with the pro- 
posed increase, our water rates are lower than a 
majority of the communities in the surrounding

In addition to the increased water rates certain 
other charges are also being increased. At the 
present time if someone does not pay their bill 
within a specified time period, the water.service 
is cut off. ‘If they-want it back on they must pay 
the fuil bill plus a $4.00 turn on fee. Wë have found 
that it costs considerably more than that in staff 
time to turna service off and on so we are recom- 
mending an increase to $15.00 during normal work- 
ing hours and $25.00 for after normal work hours, 
and on weekends. 

For example, on Thursday, we turn off a service 
for non-payment of bill, the user then comes in 
late Friday afternoon to pay the bill. If the turn- 
on requires overtime work after hours or on the 
weekend the turn-on fee would be $25.00. 

Water deposits will also be increased from $15.00 
to $25.00 within the city limits and from $25.00 to 
$50.00 outside the city limits. The other charge we 
are recommending is a service fee of $10.00 to be 
charged for all non-emergency work that is not a 
city responsibility. 

The water department presently is getting a 
number of calls, especially after hours and on 
weekends, for items that are not the city's respon- 
sibility. 

No one likes to raise rates, however, it is impor- 
tant that we do so that we can continue to provide 
a high level of service to the citizens of Tecumseh.

One of the most frustrat- 
ing responsibilities of a 
spouse or family, at the time 
of death; can be that of 
locating important. papers 
and documents. А current 
and updated listing of these 
papers can, indeed, be a 
benefit to survivors. 

This is a difficult activity 
for anyone to do because 
no one really wants to an- 
ticipate death or even pre- 
pare for it. On the other 
hand, you would be doing 
а real service to your family 
if you follow through on this. 
Make a list of your docu- 
ments, indicating where 
each is. 

The type of such papers 
and documents, along with 
location, might include: 1) 
your will, 2) Social Security 
papers, veteran's records, 
3) cemetery deed, 4) insur- 
ance policies, 5) such cer- 
tificates as birth, marriage, 
organization and/or union 
membership, educational, 
military, 6) bank accounts 
and safety deposit boxes, 
7) financial papers such as 
montgages, contracts, pro- 
missory notes, negotiable 
papers, stocks, bonds, trust 
funds, 8) all recent tax re- 
turns or W2 forms. 

Sometimes this informa- 
tion turns up information 
about assets either forgotten 
about or not known of by

Consumers Power Company 
officials have issued an alert 
toelectric customers to expect 
higher bills in May and June 
as a result of the nationwide 
coal strike earlier this year. 

The -company recently 
requested that the Michigan 
Public Service Commission 
allow it to recover the full 
"increase in fuel and purchased 
power costs rather than only 
90 percent as a result of the 
coal strike. If that is approved 


by the Commission, it would 
cost the residential customer 
another 10 cents in May. The 
effect of this on June bills has 
not yet been determined. 


The coal contract that union 
miners finally approved will 
result in slight increases in the 
fuel cost factor on customers’ 
bills starting this summer as 
Consumers Power begins to 
pass on the increased cost of 
union-mined coal.

Educational efforts for the 
county’s hearing impaired 
youngsters has taken a step 
forward with the completion 
of a classroom reserved for 
the deaf at Tecumseh High 
School and the establishment 
of a párent's group: T 

Work on the classroom 
addition began last June. 
Hearing impaired instructor 
Diann McLaurin. moved into 
the room on Feb. 24. She is in 
her second year as instructor. 

The addition cost $91,371. 
The Lenawee County. In- 
termediate School District 
paid for the room housing the 
hearing. impaired program 
while. the Tecumseh School 
District paid- for the -new 
classroom built above. 

For several years, deaf 
Students shared a classroom 
with orthopedic students and 
it became obvious that deaf 
pupils needed a room of their 
own. 

Another improvement in the 
County's program for the 
hearing impaired is the 
establishment by teaching and 
administrative staff of a 
parent's group which has met 
twice this year. 

McLaurin states that the 
purpose of the group is three- 
fold. It is hoped that the group 
will build a team feeling 
between parents and teachers 
to complement each other's 
work with the deaf youngster. 
Also, speakers and presen- 
tations are made to benefit the 
deaf" and their parents. 
Finally, the group allows 
parents to support each other. 

For example, at the group's 
last meeting, held two weeks 
ago, parents listened to 
Charles Cosper, a teacher- 
consultant for the hearing 
impaired at the junior high 
level in Berrien Springs 
County. The county program 
there is similar to Lenawee's. 

Cosper is, himself, deaf, and 
related to the parents his 
experiences growing up in a 
world he could not hear. 

The emphasis is on per- 
sonalized education in the 
hearing impaired program 
with McLaurin working with 
three students this year. The 
three participate with other 
students in non-academic 
areas such as physical 
education, shop or home 
economics. They also attend 
Lenawee Vo-Tech. 

McLaurin stresses that the 
main focus of the program is 
on language. “When. I'm 
teaching social studies or 
math I'm really teaching 
language. The deaf suffer 
from a lot of language gaps.” 

And its difficult for those 
with normal hearing to un- 
derstand the challenges faced 
by the deaf. McLaurin states 
that the hearing impaired 
have particular trouble with 
idiomatic expressions such as 
“Why don't you stick around,” 
or "You're a big man around 
here."

Now the whole book has to be rewritten. For 
many years, in fact for as long as any of us have 
been bird watching, yellow-bellied. sapsuckers 
have been ill kept, mussed-up birds. Their 
feathers were ragged, color differentiation. not: 
clear, and; in other words, they looked like a 
loose bunch.of feathers carelessly thrown to- 


-gether. But they were fun-and we were always 


thrilled to be able to list a sapsucker sighting. 


As of 10.days ago our 


thinking about sapsuckers has 
undergone a complete change. 
We must 
vocabulary; instead of ill 
kept, 
dapper and neat as a pin, tidy 
instead 
beautifully marked in place of 
sloppy colored. The revolution 
is thanks to a pair of sap- 
suckers who spent several 
days on the trees in my west- 
facing-window picture.

we must now think 


of untidy, and 


Gertie T. saw them first 


then Mom and I. Handsome 
and breathtakingly beautiful 
are apt descriptions. Always 
one of the chuckle provoking 
things about sapsuckers is the 
red hats. 


They are quite large and the 


birds wear them pushed 
forward until almost resting 
on the base of the bill. It 
makes them look cross and 
scowling. 


These were sunny days so 
the colors showed to theit best 


advantage. Bright sunshine 


turned these hats into a 
brighter- 
than-brick red. And sudderily 


we were noticing more dif- 


ferences between our old 
sapsuckers and these new 
ones. 

Red hats were bordered by a 
wide shiny black band which 
inturn was outlined by a white 
stripe. More black, more 
white, and then a black stripe 
down the neck and around the 
throat bib. (More abeut this 
later.) 

Birds' backs were black and 
white, sharply defined pat- 
terns. Black wings were

to why these birds are called 
yellow-bellied. — their fronts 
were most definitely yellowish 
with a fine sprinkling of black 
freckles on the sides. Never, 
never, never have the three of 
us seen such a pronounced 
yellow on a sapsucker. 

Birds had been here some 
time before we realized that 
they were both males. The 
under-the-chin patch was the 
giveaway. They both wore red 
bibs wereas had one been a 
female, this bib would have 
been white. Our boys were 
much more- interested in 
eating than setting ир 
territories and thinking about 
family rearing. 

Sap was flowing in the 
maple trees along the creek 
bank and it was here that the 
birds kept busy. They banged 
away at the trees, using their 
strong conical shaped bills to 
excavate not too tiny holes. As 
these filled with sap their long 
brush tipped tongue came into 
play, they slurped it up.

into the tree they ate some of 
the soft cambium layer. 
Anyway they were busy birds 
and we thoroughly enjoyed 
watching them climb up and 
down with frequent stops for 
eating or drinking. 

Onething we didn't see but I 
have good friends who have 
and perhaps some day we 
shall too. Often sapsuckers. 
drill wells into tree trunks and 
as the sap collects it attracts 
other birds as well a&^rhany 
insects. When this happens the 
sapsucker is apt to expand his 
dietary preferences' and eat 
bugs as well as drink sap. 

Betty and Don watched one 
afternoon as hummingbirds 
visited a sapsucker's tree. Too 
cold for them now but what a 
thrill it must be to see hum- 
mers hungrily sipping at a 
sapsucker's luncheon dinner. 

We had never thought about 
it before but, considering the 
number of birds clamoring up 
and down tree trunks, the 
trees are remarkably un- 
stained. Our dapper gen- 
tlemen showed us the reason 
why. 

While one of the sapsuckers 
was busy on the nearby maple 
he daintily lifted his tail 
slightly, cocked it to the side a 
little, and ejected a stream. It 
was at about a 45 degree 
angle, well away from the tree 
trunk. 

Gertie and I could not help 
but laugh, it was done with 
such class. In summing up, 
sapsuckers take far better 
care of their trees than 
pigeons do their statues.

When the building was 
discussed at Council's 
meeting Monday night, 
Preston told officials that 
taxes were discussed last 
week. Although officials 
briefly discussed taxing the 
building and property, 
possibly assessing it as a 
partially constructed building 
and therefore it lowered taxes, 
waiving taxes was not men- 
tioned until Delbert King, a 
member of TAIDA who was in 
the audience, told Council that 
it was TAIDA's understanding 
that taxes would be waived. 


Wage Hike

A special meeting of Council 
will be held Monday for 
adoption of the 1978-79 fiscal 
year budget. 

Included in the $1.9 million 
budget is an increase in 
salaries for all city em- 
ployees.

Quite frankly I do not remember for suré what 
all has been said about goldfinches in this column 
this year. I assume in January a few precocious 
males started showing hints of yellow — it happens 
every January, I. am always thrilled and excited 
and hope it foretells an early spring which, of 
course, it never does. Then the color change 
abruptly stopped and we all worried: Eventually 
it started again and I chortled about spring pro- 
gressing on schedule. A grievious error. All at 
once our goldfinch flock contained no yellow at all. 
Did we have nothing but females or just what was 
going on? It was all very confusing. 


Well, as of this dictating, all 
is right with the world once 
again and our goldfinches are 
turning into wild canaries. 
The flock in residence is not as 
large as the winter gang but it 
is nicely divided and we have 
about half male and half 
female. The males are doing a 
beautiful job of donning their 
bright yellow spring suits; in 
fact, when seen at a distance 
many of them look fully 
turned. 

When they come to the near- 
my-window feeders we can 
see that most of them need 
quite a few final touches yet. A 
black cap on one isn't quite 
perfect, another is still 
showing pale yellow on both 
his front and back, and many 
have still to complete the 
change-of-bill color. 

And one poor little fellow is 
having more trouble than 
either Mom or I have ever 


ey get even more — а 
. Savings Bond when 
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seen. The feathers on his rump 
are almost standing straight 
up, it looks as though he were 
trying (о imitate a banty 
rooster or something. 
Actually this 'elump' of 
feathers must be about half- 
molted. They must be on thë 
very verge of coming out and 
yet lack that final push. It is 
the kind of thing. that makes 
one want to reach out and 
help. I wonder if they tickle? It 
looks as though they should 
although the bird shows- по 
sign of discomfort. They 


. probably bother us more than 


they do him. 

It has always seemed 
strange, and I do not un- 
derstand why, but most bird 
books pay little attention to 
the color change of the male 
goldfinches. This is an im- 
portant aspect and yet it is 
usually passed over with a 
mere line or two. Saying that a 
male in the winter looks much 
like the female the year 
around is hardly sufficient. 
More than once we have 
received calls from people 
who did not realize, and in fact 
could hardly believe, that the 
little wild canaries of warm 
weather were the same olive 
drab birds visiting their 
winter feeding stations. 

Just lately as the goldfinches 
have visited the near-my- 
window feeders, we have 
noticed subtle seasonal 
changes. The males going 
from olive to yellow is almost 
impossible to overlook but it 
takes close-up viewing to note 
the change in the color of the 
bill. 


In winter the birds have 


rather  nondescript dull 
darkish bills, but come this 
time of the year the males 
suddenly acquire bright 
reddish orange bills. The 
females apparently do not 
have this abrupt color change. 
And here is where the books 
are no help — some color 
plates show the male's bill as 
being all one color but others 
show it to be black tipped. 

I puzzled all weekend but 
the little guys were not 
cooperative. They were so 
busy eating sunflower seeds 
from the near-my-window 
feeders that I could not tell 
where the bill left off and seed 
began. And they must have 
been hungry for never could I 
see one that was not eating. 

If we can judge from past 
years we shall probably keep 
the thistle feeder active until 
the first good bloom of dan- 
delions. Then the goldfinches 
will suddenly ignore our of- 
ferings in favor of Mother 
Nature's bill-of-fare. ‘Til then 
they are well content to mob 
the thistle feeder. These are 
obliging birds who willingly 
act out their many nicknames. 
Thistle bird is obvious just as 
is wild canary. 

Thomas. Jefferson called 
them lettuce birds which had 
me puzzled until one book 
explained that the birds often 
nipped the tiny little lettuce 
leaves when, in the early 
morning, they visited them to 
sip the dew. The same is true 
of beet tops which explains the 
name of beet bird. Well, swe 
can't offer such exotic food 
but, for as long as they are 
interested, there will be ample 
supplies of sunflower seeds, 
scratch seeds, and thistle 
seeds.

CLINTON — Clinton “light 
plant" as it is commonly 
known will be 86 years old on 
August 23, 1978. 

The village ordinance book 
shows that on August 23, 1892, 
the village of Clinton passed 
an ordinance creating the 
Clinton Electric Light 
Department, which was to 
purchase an engine and 
generator to furnish elec- 
tricity to users in the village 
and surrounding area. In the 
book this ordinance was 
signed by Edward Rose, 
President, and John P. 
McAdam, clerk. 

The records of the Council 
from this time until 1914 are 
stored away in the depths of 
the village archives and are 
not, at this time, available, 
but those who remember state 
that soon after its beginning, a 
generator powered by a steam 

е was put into service, 
and furnished electricity for 
street lights and lights in 

Stores and homes, and not too 
long afterwards for the woolen 
mill. 

The engine and generator 
were housed in a building 
erected for that purpose in the 
hollow southwest of the corner 
of Franklin and . Railroad 
streets. 

The next ordinance in the 
book was passed July 28, 1898, 
and gave Jewett Williams, Jr., 
and Ira Waterman of Adrian, 
a 30-year franchise to build 
and operate a telephone 
system in Clinton, ' 

Until 1930 the “light plant” 
supplied the needs of the 
village at a rate comparable 
to other areas and enabled the 
village to build up, from the 
profits, a very respectable 
bank balance in the Light 
Plant Fund. 

In 1930, however, more 
capacity was needed by the 
plant and so ear two

Foreman, and a new building 
was erected on the present 
site, and the new engines and 
generator were installed. This 
sufficed until 1960, when three 
rebuilt diesels and generators 
were added to the plant. 

During these years of 
successful operation, Clinton's 
taxrate, because of the profits 
from this plant's operation, 
was reduced, and finally 
reached the vanishing point, 
and for several years Clinton 
was known as the “tacless 
town”. 

Taxes since then have 
hovered around the seven mill 
level, compared to the fifteen 
mill rate permitted by state 
law.

mediately following a 
snowstorm, even one of 
blizzard proportions, free 
garbage and rubbish pickup, 
and other activities that keep 
Clinton the attractive place 
that it is. 

There were, at one time, 
many more municipal light 
plants in Michigan than now 
and they range in size from 
theone in Lansing to the one in 
Stephenson, with its 800 
inhabitants. 

As industrial demands in- 
creased, it has been found 
necessary to have a ‘‘stand 
by" agreement with Detroit 
Edison to handle the peak 
loads when a large demand is 
made at once. This agreement 
involves a certain amount of 
electricity be made available 
which must be paid for even if 
it is not needed so that lately 
Edison provides the electricty 
for weekends and some 
evenings, while the local 
generators provide for the 
peak loads during the average 

ay. 

The increased capacit 
provided by the new diesel. 
however, will make it possible 
for the local plant to be self 
supporting, if necessary. 

The cost of the plant ad- 
dition will be paid for out of 
the plant revenues. It is to be 
in operation late this summer.

To the Editor: 

As a matter of clarification 
regarding Historical Society's 
request to city council for 
matching funds for a list of 30 
publications totaling ар- 
proximately $300. The com- 
prehensive list of аг- 
chitectural and historical 
references and restoration- 
renovation guides would be 
placed in the library for use by 
all patrons. 

This request was submitted 
at the same time as the 
request for salvage rights to 
the Tuckey house. Because of 
the full agenda (April 17) and 
time needed to reproduce the 
extensive list of books, the 
request was not presented 
until two weeks after request 
to salvage the to be 
demolished architectural 
items. 

Our reasons for the book 
expenditure request were 
threefold: 1) Although we 
have an excellent library, 
there is very little reference 
material pertaining to ar- 
chitectural styles or 
renovation-restoration оѓ 
historic buildings. Because we 
are fortunate to have a great 
number of historically and 
aesthetically significant 
buildings in our town and a 
historic ordinance com- 
mission for the purpose of 
advising and guiding their 
owners to preserve them, we 
felt it was of the utmost 
necessity that all concerned 
have access to materials for 
reference in their work. 

2) At the time of our request, 
we had no idea whether or not 
we would obtain salvage 
rights (at the April 17 
meeting) to the Tuckey house, 
or that if we did get them that 
we would indeed find a market 
for the items. Therefore, we 
could not count on these funds 
with any assurance. Also, we 
had a number of proposals for 
expenditure for presentation 
to the historical society 
membership, at least one of 
which would involve even 
more funds than we had on 
hand (and as all other 
proposals, would benefit the 
entire community). 

3) We felt that references 
would be of benefit to all 
members of the community. 
But would be especially in- 
valuable to members of the 
city-formed commission 
(which for the commission to 
do its job, reference materials 
are a necessity). After finding 
no funds had been provided 
toward this, the Historical 
Society asked the library staff 
if they would compile a list of

publications for this purpose. 
The excellent list was 
presented at our last meeting 
and we voted to fund the 
purchase of these books with 
the hope that the city would 
recognize their importance 
and necessity and split the 
with us as per our 
request. 

We truly appreciate and 
applaud the council's 
recognition of the worthiness 
of this project by voting to 
allow approximately $150 to be 
spent for the books.

MASONS GAIN SUPPORT 





Chamber Backs | 


Construction | 
of New Temple 


Construction of a new Masonic Temple off 
Bishop Reed Dr. has gained additional support. 

Last Thursday morning the Tecumseh Chamber 
of Commerce board voted in support of building 
the temple, which will necessitate a zoning 
change. 

Al Beatty, president of Meyers Industries and 
Chamber director, also told those present that 
trustees here of the United Methodist Church had 
favorably discussed supporting the Masons. 

Chamber will have a resolution read at next 
Monday night’s Council meeting, when city offi- 
cials will decide on the temple after a public hear- 
ing. 

Two councilmen and some residents of Brown 
St. have opposed locating the temple near the 
Methodist Church and on the banks of River 
Raisin. Main objections appear to be traffic, large 
parking lot, possibility of noise and spot zoning. 

The Masonic Lodge has been given the property 
and $500,000 towards a new temple. For the past 
80 years, Masons have met above the D&C Store 
in downtown Tecumseh. Because of stairs and 
difficulty for some older Masons to negotiate the 
stairs, Masons have sought a different temple for 
a number of years. 

Council will have three other public hearings 
Monday night, although one is expected to attract 
little attention. A zoning change to permit two- 
family residences on Mill St. is expected to be 
approved without any opposition. 

A zoning change for a senior citizen complex off 
Adrian St., however, may be criticized by Adrian 
and Park St. residents. The city is planning a 
four-story housing development оп property 
donated by Jens Touborg. 

Access to the development would be off Adrian 
St. 

If the city approves the zoning change, another 
obstacle to be hurdled is approval from the govern- 
ment for a four-story building. The government 
reportedly has not approved four-story buildings 
in the past for senior citizens. 

A three-story complex was planned originally 
but when a survey showed more housing was 
needed, an additional floor was added in the plans. 

Officials will also act on a zoning change for a 
Frosty Boy at the corner of N. Evans St. and 
Herrick Park Dr. Some Brown St. residents have 
objected to changing the zoning.

It would almost seem a sure bet that I made 
the last-of-the-season mention in this series of 
evening grosbeaks many weeks ago. May 1 was 
a good day both weather-wise and birdwatching- 
wise and guess who the surprise visitors were? 
Evening grosbeaks. We could hardly believe our 
eyes - - or ears either, they were a noisy gang. 


Right from the beginning it 
was an extra special day. Just 
to tear April off the calendar 
and have such bright, 
beautiful sunshine foretold 
good things. 

It wasn't all bad either when 
we had goldfinches for break- 
fast. Ooops, that does not 
sound quite right — while 
Mom and I were enjoying our 
toast and cheese the gold- 
finches were enjoying their 
scratch-feed and sunflower 
seeds. A nice way to start the 
da 

Every day finds our gold- 
finch gang changing. The 
males are becoming brighter 
and the females are not as 
drab and dull. They are taking 
on a slightly chestnut brown 
cast across their shoulders. 

Both are displaying satiny 
black wings with snowy white 
markings. Their tails are 
rather comical — short, 
deeply forked, and the same 
black and white as the wings. 

The goldfinches seemed 
infected by the heady sun- 
shine. They would eat a bite or 
two and then troup off to the 
thistle-feeder for a different 
course then, before we knew 
it, some would be back in the 
nearby maple tree. There was 
a constant coming and going. 

Maples were just starting to 
blossom and, as usual, we 
were amazed at the closeness 
between the yellow-green of 
the trees' blossoms and the 
yellow of the birds. Finer 
breakfast entertainment 
would be hard to come by. 

By bath time we thought the 
action had died down a little. 
The sheer curtains were 
pulled and we really were not 


"paying too close attention to 


what'wa$ happening- outside. 
Suddenly Mom gasped, stood 
stark still and said, “Evening 
grosbeaks”’. 

Two females had landed on 
the near-my-window feeders 
and were busy chomping 
sunflower seeds. After the 
goldfinches, who are small and 
dainty, the grosbeaks looked 
huge. So pretty though. 

Whereas there is no 
seasonal color change it was 
quite apparent that these gals 
were all spiffed up in their new 
spring feathers. The yellow 
wash on their backs was quite 
bright. 

Before long other females 
joined the party and finally a 
male. He was the most hand- 
some thing imaginable. 

As taken as we were by the 
birds’ plumage — the yellow, 
white and black feathers were 
just dazzling — it was their 
bills that fascinated ts. 

Grosbeaks are well named, 
of course, their bills are large, 
broad and heavy. In the winter 
they are dull bony white, 
nothing spectacular; 
however, on May 1 we were 
looking at two feeders full of 
evening grosbeaks, a male 
and his harem maybe, and 
they were all sporting the 
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Prices good while limited quantities last! 


most improbably looking bills 
in the world. They were bright 
chartreuse. 

Another noticeable aspect of 
this grosbeak visit was the 
noise. Whether on the feeders 
eating or in the trees deciding 
whether or not to come down 
for another snack, the birds 
talked to’ each other. There 
was a constant chatter and it 
was loud. For once a bird 
made noise according to his 
size. 

All this time the sheers had 
been closed. The birds seemed 
bothered by the window. 
Whether it was the curtains or 
a reflection we have no way of 
knowing. But they kept flying 
up to the glass hovering as if 
trying to see inside. Other 
times they actually tapped the 
window with their bills. 
Fighting or knocking? 

These trips to the windows 
gave us a different view — it 
was only two wing-beats from 
the feeders, there was no time 
to retract their landing gears. 
So we watched evening 
grosbeaks fluttering and 
hanging in mid-air, and 
believe me, they have quite a 
wingspan, with their legs 
dangling down but their feet 
balled into little fists. 

Sun Day was also Grosbeak 
Day. The composition of the 
flock was different, two males 
and two females visited. A 
special treatment for a special 
day.

Mothers Discuss Advantages

In the 1950s formula was 
being perfected, anesthesia 
was saving mothers the pain 
of childbirth, bottles made it 
easy for anyone to care for 
baby and ac боген from birth 
were preventing babies from 
ruling parents' lives. 

About 20 years ago when 
technology was busy trying to 
liberate women from the 
chores of motherhood, a stall 
group of women formed an 
international movement to 
bring mother and baby 
together again. 

The LaLeche League of 
Lenawee County—“‘LaLeche”’ 
is Spanish for milk—is one of 
almost 4,000 groups in 43 
countries that strives to еп- 
courage and offer~ practical 
advice to mothers who want to 
breastfeed their children. The 


group’s motto is “Сой 
Mothering Through Breast- 
feeding.” 


However, the group said it 
does not set standards for 
what a good mother is. 
"Everyone takes what they 
get from that. Nine times out 
of 10, it means following your 
instinct and what makes 
people: happy," said Sue 
Lewis, of Adrian. a hopeful 
new leader. 

We are pro-breastfeeding," 
explained leader Molly 
Phillips of Clinton. 

"There are many good 
mothers that bottle feed," 
explained Mrs. Lewis. “We 
feel breastfeeding gives you 
more time, helps you be closer 
tothe baby. Mothers who don't 
breastfeed don't know what 
they're missing.” 

LaLeche members feel that 

breastfeeding is a natural 
"next step" for a woman after 
pregnancy. For many league 
members, it was an extension 
of the natural childbirth ex- 
perience. 
“I attended LaMaze natural 
childbirth classes with my 
husband when we lived in 
Ypsilanti. I had just had the 
baby and wanted support as a 
new mother," told Mary Ann 
Camron of Tecumseh. 

League members believe 
that breastfeeding is more 
healthful for mother and child. 
Testimonials by mothers in 
national newsletter indicate 
that many times, breast milk 
helps children with allergies.

It is not a 
question of whether or not 
anybody wants the Masons (as 
neighbors). To allow an 
organization to influence. a 
community would be a poor 
reason to base a decision,” he 
told council. 

Other public support of the 
zoning change came from the 
United Methodist Church 
Board. Trustee Al Beatty read 
the church resolution. 

Wilmer Kiser, lodge 
secretary, presented а 
petition with 60 signatures of 
residents in the area stating 
support of the rezoning. He 
said that some signers of the 
first petition opposing the 
Masonic Temple construction 
said that they would not have 
signed the first petition, if it 
had been explained to them.

TAIDA Position 
Is Made Clear 


Tecumseh Area Industrial Association made it 
clear Tuesday afternoon that city officials, includ- 
ing Council, must bend and compromise if TAIDA 
is to erect a 20,000-square-foot building in the 
city’s new Industrial Park. 

At the meeting held in the director’s room of 
United Savings Bank, TAIDA voted unanimously 
to build if taxes are waived. 

TAIDA further stipulated that besides “по taxes,” 
the land and all development and improvements 
must be made available to TAIDA at city costs. 

In turn, at the sale or lease of the building, which 
will be partially finished by TAIDA, the city 
will be reimbursed for its cost of the land, im- 
provements and developments and taxes incurred, 
if any. 

It was clear that city costs only were to be in- 
volved, not government funds which have contri- 
buted considerably to the park and improvements 
already completed. Obvious reason is to offer the 
building to a potential purchaser at the lowest 
possible cost. 

Paul Preston, assistant city manager, was asked 
to present TAIDA's proposal at the June 5 Coun- 
cil meeting. All present agreed that construction 
of a building in the new park was vital. 

Representing TAIDA at the meeting were Bill 
Powell, president, Jack Osburn, Roy Welch, Karl 
Schneider, Del King and DJ Martin. 

Bank officials in attendance were Kenneth C.

Your readers should be 
made aware they are about to 
lose the services of the 
Michigan State Police, who 
will be relegated to the duties 
of highway patrol if changes 
now under construction in th& 
Michigan Legislature become 
law. 

Senate Bills 1517 and 1518 
Would prevent the State Police 
from functioning except as 
patrol officers on state 
freeways and trunk lines. 

This effort is backed by 
metro area sheriff unions 
which are selling some 
legislators a bill of goods. It is 
estimated the plan will cost in 
the area of $10 million a year 
in state money allocated to 
pay local sheriff departments.

New Water, 
Sewer Rates 


In án effort to make the 
water- department. pay for 
itself, Tecumseh city council 
adopted new sewer and water 
charges in a 5 to 1 vote 
Monday night. 

Council member Harold 
Easton cast the only “по” 
vote. Council member Jay 
Tressler was absent. 

Average quarterly usage of 
20,000 gallons under new rates 
will cost $22.20 or $7.40 per 
month, up from $17 per 
quarter. 

Other increases include $15 
during working hours and $25 
on non-working hours for 
return service fees. Water 
deposits will be raised from 
$15 to $25 in city and $50 out- 
side of city. Service fee for all 
non-emergency work, not city 
responsibility will be $10. 

One reason for sharp in- 
crease is charges for 
operating wells and sewage 
treatment plant are rising. 
Estimated deficit for 
department in 1978-79 was 
$100,000. у 

Council's other alternative 
was increase millage, which 
would cause some taxpayers 
to pay disportionate amount in 
taxes compared to water 
usage. 

Another method council 
rejected was transferring 
money {гот other depart- 
ments, which would possibly 
reduce other services for a 
service that could pay for 
itself.

Fund Increased 


Asst. Supt. Cars Cooley

Whereas the lady evening 
grosbeaks are a far cry from 
the males, they are quite 
showy in comparison to the 
Таду rose-breasteds. In fact,a 
female  rose-breasted 
grosbeak looks like nothing 
more than a large over-grown 
sparrow. She is brown апа 
buff striped — her large beak 
gives her away. 

This time of year, of course, 
most of the birds are 
primarily concerned with 
selecting territories and 
choosing mates. The rose- 
breasted are no exceptions. 
According to the books the 
males are quite aggressive in 
their defense of the ‘old home 
site'. Once the boundary lines 
are established the male 
settles down and is quite a co- 
operative parent. 

With most of our songbirds, 
who show such a difference in 
coloring between the sexes, 
the brilliantly colored males 


not only put in their share of 
incubation time but are apt to 
sing while doing so.

Tecumseh City Council 
agreed Monday night to pay 
all real estate taxes and sewer 
and water leads on 2% acres of 
industrial property it agreed 
to deed to Tecumseh Area 
Industrial Development 
Association.

“If we have a central office 
for this, we are offering a 
better service to the people. 
The reason for the resolution 
‘was we wahted to make sure 
that le going into office 
would know what we are 
expecting.

Gallaway stated “Until 
this thing is ironed out... there 
will be someone in the office, 
9-1.” 

Comfort made the following 
statement to the Tecumseh 
Herald Wednesday morning. : 


I deeply regret the split that has developed on 
the Raisin Township Board. I believe it is an in- 
sult to the residents and taxpayers of the township. 

In an effort to pull all the work of the township 
into one office, the supervisor and clerk are. 
mostly trying to look busy and improve their 


“images. 


The result has been inefficiency, 


unecessary expense and a decrease in real ser- 


vice. 


Other people are doing the work. 

The Supervisor is paid $12,000 a year - plus 
insurance and pension. This is more by far than 
other supervisors in Lenawee County. Then he 
sits behind his desk while the township comes 


apart. 


Under his lack of management, the Sanitary 
Landfill has fallen into what the state calls 
‘deplorable’ condition and may be closed. 

The ordinances of the township are being 


ignored. The assessing 


is being done by the 


County Equalization Department, the township 
building inspector and paid outside consultants. 
Now he proposes to spend the township into debt. 

Clerk Shirley Roback’s records are disgraceful. 
She has changed the meeting minutes to reflect 
actions that did not take place. She has neglected 
her schedule of work, causing many meetings of 
the township to be held illegally. 

Although she receives more than $100 a week, 
she is having a ‘‘clerical assistant" answer the 
telephone for her. She ‘‘doesn’t want to be inter- 


rupted," she says. 


Meanwhile, I have been quietly doing my work, 
making myself and my books available whenever 
anyone has a question to be answered. 

I don't object to talking with taxpayers on 
Saturdays and in the evening.

to visit schools, and encourage 
contact between parents and 
administrators. I see the role 
of board member as one of 
responsible concern with 
every aspect of the education 
system. 

4) If elected, is there а 
major policy or program that 
you would work to change? 
What is it and why would you 
change it? 

Bone: I would like to see. a 
system 'of “Quality Control" 

established that would insure 
'.an equal: level of ac- 
complishment from. all 
students completing a given 
course. I want Tecumseh 
Schools to tell: parents what 
the students are expected to 
accomplish rather than just 
what the teacher is teaching. 


Johnstone: If elected, I 
have no illusions. about 
magically solving any 


problems, but I would con- 
centrate on finding a way to 
alleviate the crowded 
classroom situation, and also 
work to maintain thé quality 
of the basic education. 

Macbeth: No. If there were, 
I would have worked for such 
a change. 

5.) What do you think could 
be done to improve com- 
munications between ad- 
ministration, teachers and 
parents? 

Johnstone: Improving 
communication between home 
and school is a definite 
"must". But, first, parents 
must become more actively 
concerned about ad- 
ministrative policies. They 
must make a point of being 
involved and aware. Then, the 
schools must strive to 
cooperate with parents as far 
as providing information and 
handling any problems. No 
parent with a genuine concern 
should feel intimidated by the 
administration. 

Macbeth: No com- 
munication system or network 
is perfect. Ours isn't and it 
needs improvement. This is 
one area in which I have been 
deeply involved during the 
past year. I sincerely hope 
that I wil have the ор- 
portunity to complete some 
changes and improvements 
recently started. 

Bone: I think the present 
ayenués of communieation 
are extréfnély good on à Ome" 
toone basis. However, ;at- 
tendance at Board meetings is 
not encouraged simply 
because of the inadequate 
space provided for public and 
having to view the backs of 
several Board members. I 
have, already conveyed this 
concern along with the 
suggestion of floating the 
meetings into the neigh- 
borhood schools and in par- 
ticular those buildings which 
may have a special interest 
item on the agenda. 

6). Do you think board 
meetings could be moved to 


another location to ас- 
commodate any and all in- 
terested parties? Could the 
meetings be held at one of the 


neighborhood schools, a 
different one each month, for 
example? 


Macbeth: The public is and 
always should be encour: 
to attend, school board 
meetings. Participation in the 
past has been low and limited. 
И interested parties could 
appraise the Board of their 
subject matter. and specific 
questions they. wanted .an- 
swered, we could һе much 
more effective in servicing 
and satisfying their requests. 

Bone:  (Answeréd with 
previous answer.) = 
. Johnstone: Yes, the public 
should be encouraged to at- 
tend meetings, if for no other 
reason than to observe and 
learn. Location of meetings 
should always be the same, 
however, as rotating would 
only make it more confusing 
to the public. 


7.) What are your feelings 
on class size? 

Bone: Too large to provide 
adequate individualized at- 
tention. 

Johnstone: Too. many 
pupils per class is a definite 
detriment to learning. Not 
only does it detract from the 
individual attention a child 
receives on a scholastic basis, 
but it places an added element 
óf stress on teachers, as well 
as contributing to classroom 
discipline problems. 

Macbeth: The ad- 
ministration of class size is a 
very complex problem. It is 
virtually impossible to satisfy 
100 percent of the students, 
their parents and our 
teachers. With the exception 
of isolated cases each year, I 
believe our administration has 
done an outstanding job in 
using our facilities most ef- 
ficiently. 1 am opposed to any 
fundamental change in our 
current policies or practices. 


8) What are your feelings on 
current salaries 
teachers and administrators 
in the Tecumseh system? 

Johnstone: Currently, 
Tecumseh staff is among the 
highest paid in any district in 
‘Lenawee County. This is an 


„important factor in-attracting 
“and retaining qualified per- 
"sonnel. r 


Macbeth: Our teachers and 
administrators are currently 
in the upper third in the 
Lenawee county pay scale. 
This has been true for a long 
time. We constantly strive to 
find the most qualified talent 
available in order to maintain 
the high standards we 
currently enjoy in our system. 

Bone: No opinion at this 
time. 


How would you improve 
school discipline? Do you feel 
it is a problem? 

Macbeth: The School Board 
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recognized that we had a 
discipline problem several 
years ago when we hired Mr. 
Таспу. Мг. Lacny and his 
staff have made positive 
progress in improving overall 
discipline. More work is to be 
done. Efforts will continue so 


aged that these improvements will 


be realized. 

Bone: Administrative guide 
lines must be established 
which parents will accept and 
which school officials will 
support and enforce. 

Johnstone: Concerning 
discipline, it is important to 
have effective communication 
between parents and school, in 
order to eliminate misun- 
derstanding about the ex: 
pected. conduct of students 
and, likewise, what is ex- 
pected of the teachers. More 
attention should be directed to 
major discipline problems, 
and not so much emphasis on 
minor infractions. 

10.) What are your feelings 
on children retaining or 
repeating a grade? 

Bone: Failure of scholastic 
achievement in any course is 
reason enough to repeat. 
However, in addition, strong 
emphasis must be placed on 
tutorial assistance for a 
failing student to aid in 
mastering the subject. 

Johnstone: It is difficult to 
comment on holding back a 
child in terms of а general 
Statement, because every 
situation is unique. But I do 
know problems have surfaced 
at a later time in students who 
were promoted without the 
necessary skills to function in 
a particular grade. Most often 
these are basics acquired in 
elementary school, which are 
overlooked, that cause dif- 
ficulty later on. 

Macbeth: I feel that the 
current policy of extending 
every effort to advance а 
student a grade is a good one. 
Exceptions may have to be 
made, depending upon the 
student or the circumstances. 

Dr. Donald Phelan sub- 
mitted the following 
statement: 

Phelan: Being a concerned 
parent and tax payer in this 
District makes me want to be 
informed and knowledgeable 
of what is happening in our 
Schools. 

The many problems facing 
the Schools today can һе 
solved if there is mutual faith 
and trust between concerned 
parents, teachers and ad- 
ministrators. 

The School Board acts as the 
representatives of the Com- 
munity and as such, collects 
the information and makes 
decisions based on facts.

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Two Millage 
Votes on Ballot 


CLINTON — Clinton Com- 
munity School District voters 
are asked to consider two 
millage proposals on the ballot 
at the June 12 election. 

One proposal is a request for 
renewal of four mills for 
operating. 

The other is for an ad- 
ditional one mill for operating. 
School officials urged a 
eligible voters go.to the polls 
to give a representative tally 
оѓ the. public. view, on this 

matter. 

Last year a one-half -milt 
additional operating millage 

' réquest. was. voted down. 
However only 345 persons 
voted out of a possible 2,000. 
Most of those who voted were 
not parents of school children. 

Without the $25,000 that one- 
half mill would have 
generated last year, the 
present school budget is 
operating in the red by $25,000. 
Only by using the balance of 
$31,558 from a previous year, 
were the schools able to 
continue the present program 
without cuts. 

No such contingency fund 
will be available if millage 
vote fails again. 

Although property values 
havegone up sharply this does 
not give the school more 
money per child. 

Total dollars per child that a 
district receives is fixed by 
law by the number of mills the 
district levies. 

With a levy of 25.22 mills, 
the school receives $1,280 per 
child from combined property 
tax and state aid. 

If voters approve the one 
additional mill, and there is a 
levy of 26.22 mills, the schools 
will receive $1,320 per child. 

Although most of the Clinton 
students compare favorably 
with state and national 
averages in recent tests, there 
are still high percentages who 
are below state and national 
averages. 

Reports show 16.7 percent of 
local students scored too low

Charter Township Issue 
On Ballot in November 


Raisin Township voters will 
decide next November 
whether they want to have the 
benefits of being a Charter 
Township. 

In a special meeting 
Tuesday, the township board 
voted unanimously to put the 
matter to a vote at the general 
election Nov. 7. 

The board members had 
been discussing coming under 
the Charter Township 
provisions for more than a 
year. The quick decision to 


seek a vote came from in- 
formation gathered Ьу 
Marjorie Comfort, township 
treasurer, at a meeting in 
Lansing Monday. The 
meeting, sponsored by the 
Michigan Townships 
Association (MTA) was at- 
tended by township officers 
from throughout southern 
Michigan, primarily those 
from urban areas. The major 
topic of discussion was 
townships’ inability to keep 
neighboring cities from an-

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nexing portions of the town- 
ships. 

Mrs. Comfort learned that a 
bill expected to be signed this 
week by Governor Milliken 
will protect Charter Town- 
ships from most annexation 
attempts. In order to be 
protected under this bill, 
Raisin Township has to start 
the Charter Township action 
before the bill is signed. 
Tuesday's action gives this 
protection, according to MTA 
attorneys at the session in 
Lansing. 

“И the people living in a 
township area want to annex 
to a city, and if the city wants 
them, the annexation will still 
be possible," Mrs. Comfort 
noted. “Ог if the city and 
township both agree that 
vacant land whose owner 
wishes to annex to the city 
should be separated from the 
township, that still is possible. 

“What this bill is designed to 
prevent is the growing 
practice of cities grabbing 
land because of its industrial 
or commercial value. They 
usually design the parcel so it 
includes fewer than 100 
people. This means people 
living there have no right to 
vote, under the current law. 

“Our board believes people 
should have their voting 
rights," she concluded. 

The board will gather all 
information possible about the 
differences between general 
law townships and chartered 
townships, and hold public 
meetings on the changes 
before the election, she added.

Raisin Township Split 
Simmers after Charges 


“Our record is (one) of reputation and we will 
stand on the record we have. We don’t want to 
battle in the newspapers,” said Raisin Township 
Supervisor Richard Gallaway. 

He made the comment to the Herald Tuesday 
after Raisin Township Treasurer Marjorie Com- 
fort stated in last week's Tecumseh Herald that 
supervisor Gallaway and Clerk Shirley Roback 
are operating an inefficient government. 

Clerk Roback told the Herald she agreed with 
Gallaway's comment. 

Comfort’s statement came after the June 5 
Raisin Township meeting at which the board 
adopted a resolution, 4 to 1 margin, establishing 
office hours for township officials at the township 
hall. 

Comfort argued that township officials could 
not legally be forced to work certain hours in a 
certain place. 

Conflicting legal opinions from the Michigan 
Township Association were presented on the 
resolution at the June 5 meeting. 

Comfort received a verbal opinion from an MTA 
lawyer that the resolution was illegal. Township 
board had a written opinion from MTA that the 
resolution was legal. 

Before election as supervisor in 1976, Gallaway 
served as township trustee for 12 years. He was 
appointed acting supervisor in 1975 before James 
Mitchell retired in 1976. 

Comfort was elected township treasurer for 
three, two-year terms. 

Roback was elected clerk in 1972 and served 
three two-year terms. 

They are Republicans. 

Meanwhile the August primary in Raisin 
Township will be a contest among Republicans 
for four township board positions: supervisor, 
clerk, treasurer and trustee. All but the trea- 
surer’s office will be decided at the primary. 

Incumbent Richard Gallaway-R and Robert D. 
Moore-R have filed for supervisor. 

Incumbent Shirley Roback and incumbent trea- 
surer Marjorie Comfort have filed for clerk. 

Two Republicans, Claude N. Lane and Gretchen 
Lovett, have filed for treasurer. The Republican 
that wins the primary will oppose Democrat 
Lynette K. Saylor in the November election. 

Incumbent Robert Murray and Bert Gagler and 
James R. Bone, all Republicans, have filed for 
trustee. 

Incumbent Harry Withrow-R is unopposed for 
constable.

In response to standards 
established by the Joint 
Commission on Accreditation 
of Hospitals, the Safety 
Committee at . Herrick 
Hospital announced a -new 
policy controlling. the use of 
personal electrical devices Ьу 
patients and employees in the 
hospital building. 

To minimize the risk of 
electrical shocks and fires, all 
electrical equipment used in 
the hospital must be routinely 
tested fori “leakage current 
and polarity" by the main- 
tenance department. 

Since we cannot be sure of 
the electrical safety of radios, 
curling irons, shavers and 
hair dryers owned апа 
brought to the hospital by 
patients, the Safety Com- 
mittee has found it 
to. prohibit all personal 
electrical devices that operate 
on 120 volt line power. 

Battery operated devices do 
not pose a danger. There will 
be no restriction on these. 
Policy applies only to ap- 
pliances that plug into wall 
outlets. 

This new policy is being 
enforced by the hospital staff. 
If line powered devices are 
found in patient rooms, the 
patient will be asked to send 
them home, or we will remove 
them and hold them for 
patients until diseharge.

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What Is the "Sudden- 
Infant-Death" Syndrome? 


This is the occasion when 
a child, well-cared for and 
robust, usually between the 
ages of three weeks and 
twelve months, is put to 
bed; a short time later the 
mother returns to the bed- 
room to find the child dead. 
There is no sign of struggle 
although the child may have 
changed position. 

This type of death is of- 
ten called "crib death". It 
is a particularly devastating 
experience for parents of 
the child. They suffer feelings 
of guilt which they shouldn't. 
If they have used normal 
care and precaution, there's 
absolutely no reason for 
them to blame themselves. 
In situations such as «his, 
it is recommended that the 
parents consult their mini- 
ster, doctor or psychiatrist. 

Ongoing medical research 
has not yet been able to find 
any reason for this type of 
death: nor can they predict 
or prevent it. "Old wives 
tales" and much misinforma- 
tion surrounds the sudden 
death of an infant under 
these otherwise normal cir- 
cumstances. 

Should this happen to 
someone you know, try to 
understand their own help- 
lessness and the lack of 
knowledge now available.

Within 30 minutes, all 
victims had been tagged 
(name, address, and injuries), 
seen by a physician, and then 
transported out of the triage 
area for further treatment.

A 
special thanks to Ward 
Eardley for the use of a room 
at the Community Center to 
prepare the “victims” and to 
Bill Norris of Bennett's 
ambulance, who furnished an 
ambulance and attendants to 
transport the victims to the 
hospital. Attendants William 
Meni and Rick Baran gained 
experience in mock treatment 
of the victims at the scene. 

Biggest thanks goes to the 
Hospital Auxiliary. Betty 
Thompson, president of the 
auxiliary, was most 
cooperative in recruiting 
victims for the drill, and the 16 
individuals who participated 
did an outstanding job of 
"acting out their injuries".

markers. 


Mrs. Fraley said the 
youngsters seemed really 
interested in the project, 
which she hopes will en- 
courage more respect for the 
cemetery property by Clin- 
ton's youth. 

Clinton residents who have 
historical information are 
being interviewed by mem- 
bers.

Through efforts by Lily 
Neblo, the marker of the first 
burial in Clinton's Oakmont 
Cemetery was found, and 
repaired апа recently 
restored to the original site, by 
cooperation of the Society and 
Clinton Township.

The broken marker was 
brought to the attention of the 
Historical Society, which, 
along with Clinton Township 
provided funds for its 
restoration.

Students Are Enthusiastic 
About Horticulture Class 


MACON — The horticulture 
class, initiated last Jan. 3 at 
Boysville, is “growing and 


* blooming" in Macon. 


Plans call for planting an 
acre vegetable garden which 
will supply the dining hall with 
fresh fruits and vegetables 
this growing season. 

Within the next week, some 
15,000 seedlings will be 
planted to start a 14 acte 
nursery. 

It will be some three years 
before any of these seedlings 
will be marketable. So some 
saleable stock has been ob- 
tained from Ohio to teach the 
young men how to care for 
burlaped shrubs. 

Saleable flower and 
vegetable plants have also 
been brought in this year to 
teach recógnition and care of 
annuals. Many of the plants 
going into their own garden 
were started from seed by the 
students in a greenhouse 
which the program has 
rapidly outgrown. 

Tom Stempky, a vocational 
horticulturist, directs the 
class. He explained that the 
credit course emphasizes 
vocational-technical training. 

Some other purposes of the 
course are to teach the young 
men to start a project and see 
it through, to learn about a 
business and to develop work 
responsibility and respon- 
sibility for the beauty of the 
campus. 

Every boy at Boysville will 
be in the horticulture program 
as the groups will rotate doing 
the work. Boys are en- 
couraged to work on the 
pfoject, whether or not they 
like the work. Honesty about 
these feelings is also en- 
couraged, said Stempky, but 
the young men must do the 
work.

School Board 
Establishes Account 
for Maintenance 


Last Monday night, the 
Tecumseh School Board 
established a half mill fund 
and transferred the money to 
that account for maintenance 
and repair of school facilities. 

The fund was okayed by the 
voters last June for advanced 
planning, but until this time, 
there was no separate account 
from the general fund. 

The half mill, or $46,526, and 
$26,383 from the state raises 
the fund to nearly $73,000. The 
state portion is based on 
projected school attendance at 
$7.24 per pupil. 

Some of the money has 
already been committed in 
seal coating and needed 
furniture, but the board ex- 
plained that now the buildings 
and grounds committee must 
suggest how best to use the 

funds.

Lenawee County Board of 
Commissioners approved 
June 14 a resolution extending 
until Dec. 31 a payment 
subsidy to ambulance com 
panies serving the county. 

Resolution was introduced 
by Human Services Com- 
mittee Chairwoman Nancy 
Nichols, D-Tecumseh. 

Madison and Morenci, 
which provide their own 
ambulance service at no 
charge, will be eligible for a 15 
percent subsidy. This 
amendment was introduced 
by Stacy Zilke,R-Deerfield. 
Otherwise, the two com- 
munities would be subsidizing 
other communities with no 
benefit to themselves. 

Under current procedure, 
the county takes responsibility 
for unpaid ambulance runs if 
ambulanee service follows 
county board's criterion. 

Only Bennett's Ambulance 
service of Tecumseh and 
Adrian have submitted bills 
for reimbursement since 
subsidy plan went into ене 
їп Магсһ. 

Ambulance service did not 
provide “hecessary insurance 
information and has not been 
paid the $2,315 requested. 

The unbudgeted funds will 
come from the county con 
tingency fund. 

After the subsidies end in 
December the board will have 
to decide whether to continue 
the program on full or partial 
basis, to leave the respon- 
sibility to individual com 
munities, to work with 
volunteer system or to im- 
plement a combination of 
systems.

There are two parts to 
Medicare. These are known as 
PART A and PART B. Let's 
look first at PART A. This is a 
paid benefit that covers care 
in the hospital and in a skilled 
nursing facility. This has a 
deductible of $144.00 per 60 
day spell of illness. 

PART B is separate from 
PART A. PART B is 
MEDICAL INSURANCE that 
must be paid for at a rate of 
$8.20 per month. This in- 
surance covers professional 
service fees including your 
doctor, out-patient tests, 
physical therapy, and home 
health care under a doctor's 
orders. It does not cover oral 
medications, dental care, and 
cosmetic surgery. 

PART B of Medicare has a 
deductible of $60 per year. 
Many people do not take 
advantage of this insurance 
because it must be paid for out 
of your pocket and because 
they think that most of the 
bills for a spell of illness come 
from the time they are in the 
hospital bed. The benefits of 
PART B pays the doctor, the 
surgeon, and the care you may 
receive at home. 

No hospital or medical in- 
surance pays for everything. 
For this reason some people 
buy additional hospital- in- 
surance from Blue Cross or a
